1998  RED  SOX  YEAR  IN  REVIEW 


The  Boston  Red  Sox  were  92-70  in  1998  and  captured  the  A.L.  Wild  Card, 
while  improving  on  their  1997  record  (78-84)  by  14  victories.  The  92  wins 
were  2nd  in  the  A.L.  only  to  the  N.Y.Y.  who  set  an  all-time  A.L.  record  and 
were  W.S.  champs.  The  1 998  Red  Sox  were  the  first  Sox  team  since  the  1 986 
American  League  Champions  (95-66)  to  win  over  90  games.  Since  the  start 
of  three-division  play  in  1995,  the  club  has  posted  a  341-289  (.541)  record, 
5th  best  in  the  M.L.  Over  the  past  23  years,  since  the  advent  of  free  agency 
in  1976  and  the  start  of  Jean  R.  Yawkey  ownership,  the  Red  Sox  have  won 
more  games  than  any  other  major  league  team  except  the  Yankees. 

Spring  Training:  The  Red  Sox  had  57  players  participate  in  Spring  Training 
Camp  in  1998... They  had  the  best  record  in  Grapefruit  League  play  (20-8 
.71 8)... On  2/24,  Jeff  Frye  was  placed  on  the  15-day  Disabled  List  after  he 
tore  his  anterior  crucial  ligament  during  practice. 

April  Action:  The  Red  Sox  finished  April  with  an  18-8  record... Season  high 
1 8  wins  for  one  month  set  a  new  club  record  for  most  wins  in  April,  tying  1 998 
Texas  for  the  A.L.  record... In  their  first  home  stand  of  the  season,  the  Sox 
won  seven  en  route  to  14  wins  in  15  games... The  streak  was  sparked  by  a 
9th  inning,  7-run  rally  vs.  Seattle  on  Opening  Day  at  Fenway... The  Red  Sox 
staged  9  late-inning  come-from-behind  victories  in  April,  winning  7  games  in 
their  final  at-bat....The  club  ended  the  month  tied  for  the  most  wins  in  the 
American  League  and  were  a  1/2  game  out  of  first  in  the  A.L.  East. 

The  Numbers:  The  Red  Sox  offense  was  among  the  leaders  in  several 
categories... The  Red  Sox  outscored  opponents  822  -  730  in  1998.  The  club 
led  the  Major  Leagues  in  doubles  for  the  2nd  year  in  a  row  with  338  (373  in 
1997)... The  Red  Sox  were  2nd  in  the  A.L.  holding  opponents  to  729  runs  for 
the  season  (4.5  runs/game)  and  also  with  a  .463  slugging  pet... The  club  was 
shut  out  only  4  times  all  season  (T2nd  in  A.L.)... They  ranked  3rd  in  the  A.L. 
scoring  876  runs  (5.4  runs/game)  with  a  .348  on-base  pet.,  .280  batting 
avg.,1568  hits,  and  827  RBI. ..The  Sox  were  7-4  in  extra  inning  games  (2-3 
on  the  road),  61-55  vs.  right-handed  starters  and  31-15  vs.  left-handed 
starters. 

The  Sox  led  the  league  with  a  club  record  53  saves  and  placed  2nd  in  hits 
allowed  (1406),  earned  runs  allowed(667),and  ERA  (4.18),  improving  on  their 

1997  4.85  ERA  (8th  in  A.L.)... The  Sox  issued  only  504  walks  and  struck  out 
1025  batters,  improving  on  their  1997  marks  of  611  walks  and  987 
strikeouts... The  pitching  staff  shut  out  their  opponents  eight  times  in 

1998.. . The  Red  Sox  defense  had  a  .983  fielding  pet.  and  made  only  105 
errors,  the  fewest  amount  of  errors  by  the  club  since  1 994  (81  E)  and  set  a 
new  club  record  for  errorless  games  (93  games). 

The  Playoffs:  The  Red  Sox  clinched  the  American  League  Wild  Card  on 
Sept.  24  vs.  Baltimore  (W,  9-4),  making  their  1st  playoff  appearance  since  the 
1995  Division  Series... The  Sox  defeated  Cleveland  11-3  in  Game  1  of  the 

1998  Division  Series  at  Cleveland  September  29th... The  win  snapped  a  13 
game  losing  streak  in  playoff  games  since  Game  5  of  the  1986  World 
Series... The  Red  Sox  were  eliminated  from  the  playoffs  in  Game  4  (1-2  vs. 
Clev,  Oct.  3). .  .Overall  in  four  games,  the  Sox  outscored  the  Indians  20-18..  .The 
Red  Sox  collected  34  hits  and  batted  .252  while  the  pitching  staff  held  the 
Indians  to  26  FI  and  a  .206  batting  avg. 

In  The  Record  Book:  Red  Sox  closer  Tom  “Flash”  Gordon  set  the  major  league 
record  for  most  consecutive  saves  with  43,  established  a  new  Red  Sox  save 
record  at  46  and  the  Red  Sox  single  season  record  for  games  finished  at 

69.. . Red  Sox  reliever  Dennis  Eckersley,  oldest  pitcher  in  Sox  history,  set  the 
major  league  record  for  most  appearances  with  1 ,071  (formerly  held  by  Floyt 
Wilhelm,  1 ,070)...Eckersley’s  13  seasons  between  Sox  appearances  also 
set  a  club  record. 

Attendance:  In  1998  2.3  million  fans  attended  games  at  Fenway  Park... It 
was  the  12th  straight  full  season  in  which  the  club  exceeded  2  million  fans  at 
home... On  the  road,  the  team  drew  2,427,887  fans,  2nd  best  in  the  American 
League,  and  the  9th  straight  full  season  in  which  the  club  surpassed  2  million 
in  road  attendance.  3

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JOHN  L.  HARRINGTON 

Chief  Executive  Officer 


John  L.  Harrington,  chief  executive  officer,  be¬ 
gan  his  27th  season  as  a  member  of  Red  Sox 
management  in  1999,  having  joined  the  organiza¬ 
tion  in  1973.  In  1981,  Mr.  Harrington  became  a 
trustee  of  the  Jean  R.  Yawkey  Trust,  which  was  a 
general  partner  of  the  Red  Sox  organization.  The 
Jean  R.  Yawkey  Trust  then  became  the  majority 
general  partner  of  the  Red  Sox  in  1 987.  Over  the 
12  years  since  1987  when  the  Trust  became  the 
majority  general  partner,  the  team  has  appeared  in 
post-season  play  four  times,  exceeded  only  by  the 
Atlanta  Braves,  in  all  of  Major  League  Baseball.  Two  of  those  post-season 
appearances  have  been  within  the  past  four  years. 

Since  1976,  when  the  Jean  R.  Yawkey  ownership  commenced,  the  Red 
Sox  have  produced  numerous  competitive  teams,  all  with  a  cumulative 
record  of  1,911  wins  and  1,691  losses,  the  second-best  record  in  all  of 
Major  League  Baseball  entering  1999. 

During  Mr.  Harrington's  27-year  involvement,  the  Red  Sox  have  signifi¬ 
cantly  expanded  and  renovated  Fenway  Park  with  new  grandstand  roof¬ 
ing,  seating,  private  suites,  club  seats,  left-field  wall,  an  electronic 
scoreboard,  escalators,  elevators  and  a  parking  garage  as  well  as 
renovated  restrooms,  concession  stands  and  front  offices.  In  addition,  the 
team  moved  its  spring  training  headquarters  in  1 993  to  a  new  state-of-the- 
art  facility  in  Fort  Myers,  Florida. 

Since  1986  Mr.  Harrington  has  been  very  active  in  Major  League 
Baseball.  Presently,  he  is  the  vice-chairman  of  the  Blue  Ribbon  Task  Force 
for  analyzing  baseball's  economic  structure.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
Television  Committee  and  the  Audit  Committee  and  a  director  of  the 
American  League.  He  currently  serves  on  MLB's  prestigious  Executive 
Council  and  is  the  chairman  of  the  Realignment  Committee.  In  1 995,  the 
Realignment  Committee  proposed  and  implemented  significant  changes 
to  the  M.L.  competitive  structure,  by  the  realignment  of  both  leagues  into 
three  divisions  with  an  expanded  post-season  playoff  system  and  the 
participation  of  wild-card  teams.  In  addition,  the  committee  proposed  and 
implemented  a  significant  revision  to  the  championship  schedule  of  both 
leagues  with  the  introduction  of  interleague  games  in  1997. 

Mr.  Harrington  also  was  the  chairman  of  the  Expansion  Committee 
which  designated  the  last  two  expansion  teams,  the  American  League 
President's  Search  Committee  which  named  Dr.  Gene  Budig  in  1994,  co- 
chairman  of  the  Labor  Policy  Committee  and  a  member  of  the  Revenue 
Sharing  Committee  and  Strategic  Planning  Committee. 

In  addition  to  his  sports  interests,  Mr.  Harrington  is  a  Certified  Public 
Accountant  and  member  of  the  American  Institute  of  CPAs.  Prior  to 
entering  baseball  in  1970  as  the  controller  at  the  American  League  of 
Professional  Baseball,  he  was  an  assistant  professor  at  the  Graduate 
School  of  Management  at  Boston  College.  He  earned  his  Bachelors 
degree  from  Boston  College  in  1957  and  his  Masters  in  1966.  Upon 
graduation,  Mr.  Harrrington  served  three  years  as  a  commissioned  naval 
officer  on  a  destroyer  that  traveled  extensively  throughout  the  world. 

Currently  he  is  a  director  of  Fleet  Bank  NA  and  a  director  of  Hospitality 
Properties  Trust,  a  NYSE  REIT.  He  is  a  former  director  of  the  New  England 
Sports  Network  and  Shawmut  Bank  NA. 

He  is  affiliated  with  various  charities  and  non-profit  institutions  serving 
as  a  director  of  the  National  Baseball  Hall  of  Fame  in  Cooperstown,  NY  and 
the  Baseball  Assistance  Team.  He  is  also  a  trustee  of  Boston  College,  the 
Dana  Farber  Cancer  Institute,  the  National  Little  League  Foundation,  the 
John  F.  Kennedy  Library  and  Museum,  the  Boston  Public  Library  Founda¬ 
tion  and  the  Boston  Catholic  Charitable  Bureau.

Executive  Vice  President  and  General  Manager

Dan  Duquette  was  named  executive  vice  presi¬ 
dent  and  general  manager  of  the  Boston  Red  Sox 
on  January  27,  1994.  Under  his  leadership  and 
guidance,  the  entire  Red  Sox  baseball  operation 
has  undergone  a  renaissance.  Since  the  drafting 
of  arguably  baseball’s  best  and  most  exciting  short¬ 
stop,  Nomar  Garciaparra  in  1994,  Duquette  has 
built  exciting  and  competitive  major  league  ballclubs 
for  Boston  and  has  constructed  one  of  baseball’s 
top  minor  league,  player  development  and  scout¬ 
ing  systems.  The  Red  Sox  system  provides  a 
feeder  system  for  the  major  league  club  with  players  rising  through  the 
system  to  the  majors  like  Nomar  and  outfielder  Trot  Nixon.  The  Red  Sox 
system  also  produces  skilled  young  talent  that  can  be  utilized  to  acquire 
top-caliber  major  leaguers,  which  was  the  case  in  November  1997,  when 
the  club  acquired  Pedro  Martinez  from  Montreal  in  exchange  for  RHP  Carl 
Pavano. 


Two  of  the  four  Red  Sox  ballclubs  that  Dan  has  assembled  since  joining 
the  Red  Sox  organization  just  prior  to  spring  training  in  1 994,  have  earned 
the  opportunity  to  participate  in  post-season  play  (1995  &  1998).  Those 
Red  Sox  clubs  have  notched  a  combined  341-289  (.541)  record,  which  is 

52  games  above  .500  and  the  5,h  best  record  in  the  majors. 

Since  becoming  a  general  manager  with  the  Montreal  Expos  in 
September  1991,  Dan  has  compiled  a  remarkable  overall  596-472  (.558) 
record  with  the  teams  he  has  assembled. 

Last  season,  the  Red  Sox  drew  over  two  million  fans  (2,343,947)  for  the 
12th  straight  full  season.  Overall,  during  the  four  years  that  Duquette  has 
assembled  the  ballclub  (1 995-98),  the  Red  Sox  have  averaged  2,262,431 
fans. 

In  1998  the  Red  Sox  were  the  only  organization  to  improve  its  overall 
minor  league  system's  winning  percentage  every  year  since  1 993  with  an 
overall  .521  mark. 

Duquette  continues  his  dedicated  efforts  to  bring  New  England  a 
perennial  champion-caliber  team.  The  ballclub  he  assembled  last  season 
ended  the  regular  season  with  92  wins,  second  in  the  league  to  only  one 
club,  the  club  that  went  on  to  sweep  the  World  Series.  With  its  92-70  record 
the  1 998  team  won  the  American  League  Wild  Card  and  was  the  first  Sox 
team  since  the  1986  American  League  Champions  to  win  over  90  games 
(95-66).  Last  year,  Duquette  was  also  successful  in  signing  core  players 
to  long-term  deals,  ensuring  that  as  many  of  the  key  players  as  possible 
will  return  for  the  next  several  years. 

During  the  1 998  season,  Duquette  also  teamed  up  with  Pedro  Martinez 
and  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  to  launch  a  television 
and  radio  ad  campaign  to  speak  out  against  the  use  of  tobacco  by 
youngsters.  The  Red  Sox  received  a  “Healthy  Life  Style  Award”  from  the 
Roxbury  Comprehensive  Community  Health  Center  for  their  efforts. 

In  1997  Duquette  was  presented  with  a  1997  Honor  Award  by  the 
American  Baseball  Coaches  Association  (ABCA)  for  his  “involvement  in 
baseball  and  significant  achievement  in  his  profession.”  The  Boston 
Jaycees  also  selected  Duquette  as  one  of  Boston’s  Ten  Outstanding  Young 
Leaders  in  1 996. 

In  1995,  Duquette  lowered  the  payroll  considerably  and  assembled  an 
American  League  Eastern  Division  Champion  team  after  insightfully 
orchestrating  a  multitude  of  transactions  and  roster  moves  which  brought 

53  players  overall,  including  a  team-record  26  pitchers,  onto  the  major 
league  roster.  The  1 995  squad  he  assembled  was  alone  in  first  place  from 
May  13  through  the  end  of  the  season  and  finished  with  an  86-58  .597 
record.  The  Red  Sox  went  from  7  games  under  .500  in  1 994  (54-61 )  to  28 
games  over  in  1995.  After  the  season,  the  Boston  Baseball  Writers 
selected  Duquette  as  Baseball’s  Executive  of  the  Year.  He  also  finished 
second  in  the  voting  for  The  Sporting  News’  Executive  of  the  Year  honors.

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Before  joining  the  Red  Sox,  Duquette  was  vice  president  and  general 
manager  of  the  Montreal  Expos  since  September  1 9,  1 991 .  At  that  time, 
he  was  the  youngest  G.M.  in  the  major  leagues.  He  joined  the  Expos  on 
October  8,  1987  as  director  of  player  development,  and  was  named 
assistant  general  manager  on  January  25, 1 990.  During  his  six  years  with 
Montreal,  Dan  was  instrumental  in  assembling  the  contending  Expos  of 
1992-94  with  players  such  as  Ken  Hill,  Mel  Rojas,  Larry  Walker,  John 
Wetteland  and  Marquis  Grissom.  From  1 992-94  the  Expos  had  one  of  the 
lowest  payrolls  and  the  best  record  in  baseball  over  a  three-year  span 
(255-183  .582),  including  baseball’s  best  record  in  1994  (74-40). 

Dan  is  a  native  of  the  Western  Massachusetts  town  of  Dalton,  where  he 
was  a  catcher  and  teammate  of  former  Red  Sox  pitcher  Jeff  Reardon  at 
Wahconah  Regional  High  School.  He  played  varsity  baseball  and  football 
at  Amherst  College  and  earned  a  bachelor’s  degree  in  English  Literature 
in  1980.  He  began  his  professional  baseball  career  in  July  1980  with  the 
Milwaukee  Brewers  as  an  administrative  assistant  in  scouting  and  player 
development.  Dan  was  in  the  Brewers  minor  league  and  scouting 
departments  for  five  years  and  was  then  named  scouting  director  for  the 
1986  and  1987  seasons. 

In  1992,  Duquette  was  named  The  Sporting  News  Major  League 
Executive  of  the  Year  in  a  vote  conducted  among  26  major  league  teams. 
He  was  also  named  the  UPI  National  League  Executive  of  the  Year. 
Previously,  Dan  was  a  member  of  Baseball  America’s  Organization  of  the 
Year  five  times,  first  with  Milwaukee  (1985-86-87)  and  then  with  Montreal 
(1988,  90).  The  Expos  were  honored  as  the  1993  Topps  Major  League 
Organization  of  the  Year. 

Dan  currently  serves  on  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Major  League 
Baseball  Scouting  Bureau  and  is  a  member  of  the  Major  League  Baseball 
Playing  Rules  Committee.  He  is  also  an  active  proponent  of  the  Jimmy 
Fund,  the  United  Way,  the  Genesis  Fund,  and  Catholic  Charities.  In  1 996, 
Dan  and  his  wife,  Sharon,  chaired  the  most  successful  Cardinal  Steward¬ 
ship  Appeal  campaign  ever. 

Dan  is  also  an  avid  alpine  and  cross-country  skier.  When  Dan  joined  the 
Red  Sox  in  1994,  he  returned  home  to  his  native  New  England  with  his 
wife,  Sharon  (Brophy),  who  graduated  from  the  University  of  New  Hamp¬ 
shire,  their  daughter,  Denise,  and  their  two  sons,  Dan,  Jr.  and  Dana.  The 
Duquettes  make  their  home  in  Acton,  MA. 

JOHN  S.  BUCKLEY 

Executive  Vice  President  for  Administration 


John  S.  Buckley  was  named  Red  Sox  executive 
vice  president  for  administration  in  January  of 
1994.  John  was  a  partner  with  the  professional 
service  firm  of  Ernst  &  Young,  where  he  served  as 
an  advisor  to  privately-owned  and  entrepreneurial 
businesses.  He  had  extensive  involvement  in 
consulting  with  professional  sports  franchises  and 
served  as  the  firm's  national  sports  franchise  tax 
partner  and  had  been  a  business  advisor  to  the 
Red  Sox  since  1974. 

John  is  a  Boston  native  and  a  graduate  of  Boston 
Latin  School.  He  graduated  cum  laude  from  Boston  College  with  a  B.S.

Vice  President  of  Baseball  Operations 

Mike  Port  was  named  vice  president  of  baseball 
operations  in  October  1 996.  He  joined  the  Red  Sox 
in  February  1993  as  an  assistant  general  man¬ 
ager.  Mike  came  to  the  East  Coast  after  spending 
much  of  his  early  life  and  career  in  California. 

Mr.  Port  was  born  and  raised  in  California  where 
he  attended  Fallbrook  High  School.  He  later  at¬ 
tended  the  University  of  Santa  Clara  and  gradu¬ 
ated  from  California  Western  University  (currently 
named  United  States  International  University)  as  a 
Business  Administration  major. 

Mike  began  his  career  in  baseball  as  a  second  baseman  in  the  San 
Diego  Padres  organization  in  1969.

W.  WAYNE  BRITTON 

Vice  President  of  Scouting 


On  January  30,  1998  Wayne  Britton  was  pro¬ 
moted  to  vice  president  of  scouting.  Wayne  had 
been  the  director  of  scouting  since  September  1, 
1992,  and  the  Red  Sox  extended  his  contract  last 
September  through  2000.  The  18-year  member  of 
the  Red  Sox  scouting  department  has  recruited, 
trained  and  developed  an  aggressive  scouting 
staff  that  has  brought  a  strong  nucleus  of  young 
talent  into  the  club's  minor  and  major  league 
systems. 

As  head  of  the  Red  Sox  scouting  system  Mr. 
Britton  oversees  the  club's  60  scouts  and  staff  members  who  are  involved 
in  talent  finding  efforts  in  the  United  States  and  Puerto  Rico,  as  well  as 
coordination  of  the  annual  June  amateur  free  agent  draft. 

Mr.  Britton,  a  native  of  Robersonville,  NC,  graduated  from  East  Carolina 
University  and  later  received  a  masters  degree  in  education  from  the 
University  of  Virginia.  He  was  an  all-state  selection  as  an  outfielder  at  East 
Carolina  and  was  picked  by  Baltimore  in  Major  League  Baseball's  first 
amateur  draft  in  1 965.  Wayne  didn't  sign  with  the  Orioles  but  did  sign  with 
Cincinnati  in  1966.  He  played  in  the  Reds  minor  league  system  and 
reached  the  AAA  levei  before  retiring  in  1973  when  he  went  to  graduate 
school  at  UVA.  While  at  UVA  he  was  a  member  of  the  Cavaliers'  baseball 
coaching  staff. 

In  1 974  Wayne  became  a  scout  for  the  New  York  Mets.  Among  his  noted 
signees  was  Mookie  Wilson  in  1 977.  Then  in  1 979,  he  joined  the  Red  Sox 
as  an  area  scout  when  Mace  Brown  retired.  During  the  Red  Sox  pennant¬ 
winning  1986  season,  Wayne  advanced  to  the  position  of  national  cross 
checker,  and  then  in  1992,  he  succeeded  Eddie  Kasko  as  the  club's 
scouting  director.  In  November  1 996  Wayne  was  awarded  the  Scout  of  the 
Year  Award  by  the  Middle  Atlantic  Major  League  Baseball  Scouts  Assn,  for 
his  success  and  long-standing  service. 

OF  Trot  Nixon  and  RHP  Jeff  Suppan  were  among  Britton's  top  picks  in 
his  first  amateur  draft  in  1993.  During  1994,  his  first  year  working  for 
executive  vice  president  and  general  manager  Dan  Duquette,  Britton 
drafted  current  A.L.  Rookie  of  the  Year  Nomar  Garciaparra,  as  well  as  Brian 
Rose,  Carl  Pavano,  Michael  Coleman  and  Donnie  Sadler.

Vice  President  Sales  and  Marketing 


Larry  Cancro  joined  the  Red  Sox  in  February 
1 985  as  director  of  marketing  and  was  named  vice 
president  of  marketing  in  February  1990.  He  over¬ 
sees  the  Red  Sox  food  services  and  concessions; 
promotions;  advertising,  which  is  done  almost 
entirely  in-house;  fan  research  and  all  ticket  sales 
including  corporate  sales,  premium  seating  and 
group  sales.  His  title  expanded  to  vice  president  of 
marketing  and  sales  in  January  1 996  to  include  all 
ticket  operations,  from  season  tickets  to  the  box 
office  functions. 

Mr.  Cancro  currently  serves  on  both  Major  League  Baseball's  Marketing 
Advisory  Committee  (on  which  he  also  served  from  1986  to  1990)  and 
Advertising  Advisory  Commitee.

He  then  joined  the 
Atlanta  Braves  in  1979  as  a  sales  representative,  and  in  1981,  he  was 
promoted  to  group  sales  manager.  In  1983  he  was  named  director  of 
merchandise  operations  and  was  responsible  for  creating  baseball's  first 
mail  order  catalog  of  team  merchandise.  He  served  on  M.L.B.'s  Licensing 
Committee  responsible  for  revampinq  baseball's  licensinq  operations, 
from  1982-85. 

Larry  resides  in  Andover,  MA  with  his  wife,  Luise,  and  their  daughters

In  1998  the  Red  Sox  had  the  second-best  record 
in  the  American  League  (92-70),  moved  up  to 
second  place  in  the  Eastern  Division  and  won  the 
league's  Wild  Card  Playoff  berth.  A  14-1  April 
surge  got  Jimy  Williams'  team  off  to  a  fast  start.  The 
Red  Sox  lost  infielders  Jeff  Frye  and  Tim  Naehring 
with  season-ending  injuries  early  in  spring  train¬ 
ing.  Williams,  however,  manipulated  24  position 
players,  including  four  second  basemen,  and  23 
pitchers  effectively  as  the  Red  Sox  remained  in 
playoff  contention  the  entire  season.  The  Baseball 
Writers  Association  ranked  Jimy  second  in  the  official  A.L.  Manager-of- 
the-Year  ratings  with  59  points  including  three  first-place  votes.  The  Red 
Sox  were  an  explosive  offensive  team  in  1997,  but  a  rash  of  early-season 
injuries  contributed  to  the  club's  final  78-84  fourth-place  finish. 

Jimy  became  the  41st  Red  Sox  manager  when  he  signed  a  two-year 
contract  Nov.  19, 1996.  He  was  the  third  base  coach  for  the  Atlanta  Braves 
from  June  25, 1990  through  their  N.  L.  pennant-winning  1996  season.  He 
began  1990  as  a  Braves  minor  league  instructor. 

Williams  has  32  years  of  professional  baseball  experience  with  the  last 
23  as  a  coach  or  manager.  Before  joining  Atlanta  he  was  the  Toronto  Blue 
Jays  manager  from  1986  through  May  14, 1989,  where  he  compiled  a  281- 
241  .538  record.  That  included  finishing  just  two  games  behind  the  East 
Division  leader  in  both  1987  and  1988. 

In  1 980  Williams  started  his  Toronto  career  as  the  third  base  and  outfield 
coach.  He  remained  third  base  coach  but  in  1982  switched  from  the 
outfield  to  infield  defensive  coach,  and  held  those  roles  until  he  was  named 
manager  for  the  1 986  season  after  Bobby  Cox  left  the  Blue  Jays  for  Atlanta. 
During  the  1981  and  1982  off-seasons,  Jimy  managed  Obregon  in  the 
Mexican  Winter  L.  After  the  1984  season  he  was  runner-up  to  Chuck 
Cottier  for  the  Seattle  manager's  job. 

Jimy  retired  as  an  active  player  in  1 971 ,  and  obtained  his  first  managing 
job  at  the  Angels  Quad  Cities  club  in  the  Midwest  L.  in  1974,  leading  the 
team  to  first  place  in  the  Southern  Division's  first  half.  In  six  years  of  minor 
league  managing,  Williams'  teams  had  five  winning  seasons  including  a 
90-54  .625  first-place  finish  in  1976  at  Salt  Lake  City  of  the  AAA  Pacific 
Coast  L.  In  1 979,  his  second  time  at  Salt  Lake,  he  was  80-68 .541 ,  second, 
before  winning  the  PCL  playoff  championship  by  sweeping  Albuquerque 
(2  straight)  and  Hawaii  (3  straight). 

Williams  was  a  shortstop  throughout  his  playing  days.  He  was  signed  as 
a  free  agent  by  Red  Sox  scouts  Glenn  Wright  and  Bobby  Doerr  to  play  at 
Waterloo  of  the  Midwest  L.  in  1965  where  he  led  the  league's  shortstops 
in  fielding  pet.  and  was  named  to  the  All-Star  team.  That  began  a  seven- 
year  pro  playing  career  that  was  shortened  by  a  shoulder  injury  during  the 
winter  of  1 969.  In  December  1 965  he  was  drafted  by  St.  Louis  from  the  Sox 
AAA  roster  and  spent  1966  with  the  Cardinals  despite  being  in  the  army 
reserves  the  last  two  months.  He  struck  out  in  his  first  major  league  at  bat 
vs.  Sandy  Koufax  but  got  his  first  hit  off  another  Hall  of  Fame  pitcher,  Juan 
Marichal. 

He  played  1 4  major  league  games  with  St.  Louis  in  1 966-67  and  was  with 
the  Cardinals  during  their  1967  September  drive  to  the  N.L.  pennant.  In 
1968  Williams  was  traded  to  Cincinnati  with  catcher  Pat  Corrales  for 
catcher  Johnny  Edwards,  and  in  1969  he  was  selected  by  the  Montreal 
Expos  in  the  N.L.  expansion  draft.

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Jimy  graduated  from  Arroyo  Grande  (CA)  H.S.  and  Fresno  State  U.  with 
a  B.S.  degree  in  Agribusiness  (animal  science).  His  last  two  years  at 
Fresno  State  he  was  an  All  California  Collegiate  All-Star.  In  1963-64  he 
played  at  Sturgis  (SD)  in  the  semi-pro  Basin  L.  where  he  was  scouted  by 
the  Red  Sox.  In  1964  he  also  played  for  the  Alaska  Goldpanners  who 
placed  second  in  the  National  Baseball  Congress  tournament.

A  much  improved  pitching  staff  was  a  major 
reason  for  the  Red  Sox  climb  in  1998  to  92  wins 
and  a  Wild-Card  berth  in  the  A.L.  playoffs.  Under 
Kerrigan's  direction,  the  development  of  closer 
Tom  Gordon  helped  the  bullpen  lead  the  A.L.  with 
53  saves.  The  staff  was  second  with  a  4.18  ERA 
and  a  .255  batting  avg.  allowed  and  issued  the  third 
fewest  walks,  504. 

Joe  signed  a  two-year  contract  to  become  pitch¬ 
ing  coach  in  Oct.  1996,  after  five  years  in  that  role 
for  the  Montreal  Expos.  In  1 997  he  had  to  manipu¬ 
late  24  pitchers,  including  13  different  starters,  as  injuries  hampered  the 
staff  all  season.  Sox  pitchers  allowed  149  HR,  2nd  least  in  the  A.L.  (NYY, 
1 44).  Hisl  996  Expos  staff  allowed  the  least  hits  in  the  M.  L.,  1 353,  and  tied 
with  Atlanta  for  the  lowest  batt.  avg.  allowed,  .247.  They  also  had  the  third 
most  strikeouts  in  the  M.L.,  1 206,  the  fourth  fewest  walks  (3rd  in  the  N.L.), 
482,  and  the  fourth  best  ERA,  3.78.  In  1994  the  staff  led  the  N.L.  with  a 
3.56  ERA,  the  bullpen  led  the  M.L.  in  saves  (46)  for  the  second  straight  year 
(a  club  record  61  saves  in  1993)  and  was  first  in  Rolaids  Relief  standings 
with  119  points.  The  1992  staff  was  second  in  the  N.L.  with  a  3.25  ERA 
and  allowed  1 296  hits,  fewest  in  the  M.L.  They  held  the  opposition  to  a  .238 
batting  avg.,  lowest  in  the  N.L. 

In  1992  Kerrigan  returned  to  the  Expos  M.L.  coaching  staff  after  a  five- 
year  absence,  as  Montreal's  fifth  pitching  coach  in  26  years. 

From  1983  through  1986  he  was  the  Expos  bullpen  coach,  then  was  a 
minor  league  pitching  coach  for  Montreal  at  AA  Jacksonville  (1987),  AAA 
Indianapolis  (1988-90)  and  AA  Harrisburg  (1991).  In  those  five  years  his 
pitching  staffs  ranked  first  in  their  league  three  times,  second  once  and 
third  once. 

Joe  was  Montreal's  first-round  selection  in  the  January  1974  draft  (10th 
overall)  after  pitching  for  Temple  U.  He  made  his  M.L.  debut  July  9,  1976 
vs.  the  Astros,  and  his  first  two  wins  came  on  the  same  day  in  a  double- 
header  at  St.  Louis,  Sept.  8,  1976.  He  was  traded  to  Baltimore  in 
December  1977.  In  1979  he  led  the  International  L.  with  64  appearances 
for  Rochester  and  was  third  with  12  saves.  He  pitched  at  Indianapolis 
(Cin.)  in  1981  and  ended  his  pro  career  with  Oklahoma  City  (Phil.)  in  1982. 

His  son,  Joey,  was  a  32nd  round  pick  by  the  Expos  in  the  1995  June 
draft,  but  chose  to  attend  George  Mason  U.,  and  now  is  a  senior  3B  at 
Temple  U.  Joe's  brother,  Tom,  was  a  catcher  in  the  Phillies  organization 
in  1963-64.

The  energetic  Kim  is  the  Red  Sox  third  base 
coach  and  infield  instructor.  He  came  to  the  Red 
Sox  in  1997  after  five  years  in  a  similar  capacity 
with  the  San  Francisco  Giants  and  three  years 
(1989-91)  as  the  Giants'  first  base  coach. 

Wendell,  the  first  Korean-American  to  wear  a 
major  league  uniform,  is  one  of  the  most  aggres¬ 
sive  third  base  coaches  in  the  major  leagues.  Prior 
to  joining  the  Giants  major  league  staff,  Kim  man¬ 
aged  in  the  San  Francisco  organization  for  eight 
years  including  1987-88  at  their  Triple-A  Phoenix 
team  in  the  Pacific  Coast  L.  He  also  managed  in  1 986  at  Shreveport,  1 983- 
85  at  Fresno  and  1 981-82  at  Clinton.  He  had  five  straight  winning  seasons, 
1 983-87,  and  was  named  Texas  L.  Manager  of  the  Year  when  Shreveport 
was  80-56  in  1986,  and  California  L.  Manager  of  the  Year  in  1985  after 
leading  Fresno  to  an  84-62  first-place  finish.  Overall  he  compiled  a  583- 
536  .521  record. 

Wendell  spent  seven  seasons  as  an  infielder  in  the  Giants  minor  league 
system  before  becoming  a  coach  in  1 980  at  Shreveport.  He  began  playing 
at  Decatur  (A)  in  1 973  and  moved  to  Fresno  in  1 974  where  he  hit  .306  and 
was  an  honorable  mention  CL  All-Star.  Kim  played  two  years  with 
Lafayette  (AA  Texas  L.)  and  in  1976  led  the  TL  with  164  hits  and  all  TL 
second  basemen  in  fielding  (.983)  and  total  chances  (654).  He  moved  up 
to  AAA  Phoenix  in  1977,  and  in  1978  hit  a  career-high  .313  in  76  games. 
He  hit  .272  in  45  games  with  the  Miami  Amigos  of  the  short-lived  Inter- 
American  L.  in  1979  and  played  in  two  games  while  coaching  at  Shreve¬ 
port  in  1980. 

Kim  graduated  from  Banning  H.S.  (Wilmington,  CA).  He  played  three 
years  of  varsity  baseball  at  Cal  Poly  Pomona  and  set  Bronco  career 
records  for  runs  (93),  walks  (91 )  and  games  (124).  He  was  selected  twice 
for  the  All-California  Collegiate  Athletic  Association  team,  and  signed  as 
a  free  agent  with  the  Giants  in  1973  after  attending  an  open  tryout  camp. 

Wendell  has  been  an  important  part  of  the  Red  Sox  community  relations 
programs.  He  was  honored  by  the  team's  booster  organization,  The 
BoSox  Club,  as  their  1 997  Man  of  the  Year,  only  the  second  non-player  to 
receive  the  award  in  31  years.  His  motivational  messages  and  sleight-of- 
hand  card  tricks  have  made  Wendell  a  fan-favorite  at  baseball  functions.

Grady  Little  is  in  his  third  season  with  the  Red 
Sox  as  major  league  coach  and  catching  instruc¬ 
tor.  Little  spent  1996  as  bullpen  coach  for  San 
Diego,  the  National  League  West  Division  cham¬ 
pion,  his  first  M.L.  campaign.  The  previous  16 
years  (1980-95)  he  was  a  minor  league  manager 
(10  for  Atlanta)  and  compiled  a  1054-903  .539 
record.  He  had  1 1  winning  seasons,  including  his 
last  eight  years. 

On  May  1 5, 1 995  Little  earned  his  1 ,000th  mana¬ 
gerial  win  when  AAA  Richmond  (Atlanta)  beat 
Scranton/Wilkes-Barre,  4-0.  Grady  managed  Richmond  1993-95  (235- 
189  .554),  won  the  International  L.  title  in  1994  and  was  named  the 
league's  Manager  of  the  Year.  That  was  his  4th  such  honor,  as  he  was  also 
honored  in  1981  (Hagerstown),  1989  (Durham)  and  1992  (Greenville). 

In  1992  he  led  Greenville  to  a  Southern  L.  record  100-43  mark  and 
gained  Manager  of  the  Year  awards  from  Baseball  America  and  The 
Sporting  News  as  Greenville  set  four  league  and  24  club  records. 

Grady  began  his  coaching  career  in  1974  in  the  Yankee  system  at  W. 
Haven  (CT,  Eastern  L.).  He  was  out  of  baseball  1975-79  when  he  was  a 
cotton  farmer  in  Texas.  He  returned  as  a  minor  league  coach  for  Baltimore 
in  1 980  at  Miami  (FSL)  but  became  the  manager  that  June  at  the  Orioles' 
Bluefield  rookie  club  in  the  Appalachian  L.  He  managed  in  the  Orioles' 
system  through  1 984,  led  Toronto's  Kinston  team  (Carolina  L.)  in  1 985  and 
joined  Atlanta  as  manager  at  Pulaski  in  1986. 

Eight  of  Little's  teams  were  in  post-season  play  (22-15  .595).  He  won 
league  playoff  titles  with  Hagerstown  (1981),  Pulaski  (1986),  Greenville 
(1992)  and  Richmond  (1994). 

Little  was  a  catcher  for  Garinger  H.S.  in  Charlotte,  NC,  graduated  in  1 968, 
and  was  a  1 2th  round  pick  by  Atlanta  in  that  June's  draft.  Despite  time  with 
the  Marine  reserves  in  1969  Grady  played  167  games  as  a  catcher  in  six 
minor  league  seasons  (.207,  2  HR,  37  RBI).  He  was  a  player-coach  in  the 
Yankee  organization  (mid-1971-73)  and  ended  his  playing  career  after 
thel  973  season.  His  younger  brother,  Bryan,  was  an  infielder  from  1 982- 
86  with  Montreal,  the  White  Sox  and  Yankees  and  is  a  member  of  the  White 
Sox  major  league  coaching  staff.

This  is  Red  Sox  Hall  of  Famer  Jim  Rice's  5th 
year  as  major  league  hitting  coach  and  27th  with 
Boston.  In  1998  the  Sox  led  the  major  leagues 
with  338  doubles,  were  second  in  the  A.L.  with  a 
.463  slugging  pet.,  third  with  a  .280  batting  avg., 
876  runs  and  a  .348  on-base  pet.,  and  fifth  with 
205  home  runs.  The  1997  Red  Sox  led  the  M.L. 
with  a  .291  batt.  avg.  (Sox  best  since  .302  in  1 950), 
and  with  club  records  of  1 ,684  H  and  373  doubles 
(tied  M.L.  record).  The  Sox  had  club  records  of 
590  extra-base  hits  (2nd  best  in  M.L.)  and  2,676 
TB.  Rice  was  promoted  to  M.L.  hitting  coach  on  Feb.  18,  1995  after 
spending  three  seasons  as  the  Red  Sox  roving  minor  league  hitting 
instructor.  Under  Rice,  the  1995  Red  Sox  batters  led  the  majors  with  286 
doubles  and  were  tied  for  3rd  with  a  .280  avg.,  3rd  with  a  .357  on-base  pet. 
and  2nd  with  a  .455  slugg.  pet.  They  hit  1 75  HR  (4th  in  A.L.),  the  most  for 
Boston  since  they  hit  181  in  1984  and  followed  with  209  HR  in  1996,  2nd 
best  in  club  history. 

The  eight-time  all-star  is  among  the  top  five  career  Red  Sox  hitters  in 
nine  offensive  categories  and  compiled  a  .298  avg.  in  2,089  games  for 
the  Red  Sox  from  1974-89.  Rice  slammed  382  HR  among  his  2,452  hits, 
along  with  373  doubles  and  79  triples. 

Jim  hit  20  or  more  HR  1 1  times  and  drove  in  100  runs  eight  times.  He 
is  the  only  player  to  ever  have  three  straight  35-HR,  200-hit  years  (1977- 
79).  In  1983  he  had  21  assists  (2nd  in  the  A.L.),  the  only  Sox  outfielder 
since  1944  to  reach  20.  He  ranks  6th  all-time  among  Red  Sox  outfielders 
with  137  assists.  Rice  hit  3  HR  in  one  game  twice,  Aug.  29,  1977  vs. 
Oakland  and  Aug.  29,  1983  in  Toronto. 

Rice  was  the  club's  1  st  draft  pick  in  the  1 971  June  draft  after  he  won  1 0 
letters  in  baseball,  football,  basketball  and  track  for  Westside  and  Hanna 
H.S.  in  Anderson.  In  1974  he  won  the  International  L.  triple  crown  (.337, 
25,  93)  at  Pawtucket  and  joined  the  Sox  to  stay  that  mid-August.  He  was 
also  named  Minor  L.  Player  of  the  Year  and  Int.  L.  MVP  and  Rookie  of  the 
Year.  Rice  helped  Boston  win  the  1975  A.L.  pennant  with  a  .309,  22-HR, 
102-RBI  rookie  season.  In  1978  he  was  the  A.L.  MVP  as  he  led  the  majors 
with  46  HR,  1 39  RBI,  1 5  triples,  406  TB,  21 3  H  and  a  .600  slugg.  pet.  He 
is  the  only  A.L.  player  to  attain  400  TB  since  1937  and  the  only  player  to 
lead  either  league  outright  in  HR,  triples  and  RBI  the  same  season.  Rice 
led  the  A.L.  in  TB  three  straight  years  (1 977-79)  to  tie  Ted  Williams  and  Ty 
Cobb  for  the  league  record.  He  had  four  200-hit  seasons,  and  in  1 986  was 
3rd  in  the  MVP  voting  after  an  excellent  .324  avg.,  with  200  H,  20  HR  and 
1 1 0  RBI  in  1 57  games  as  the  Red  Sox  again  won  the  A.L.  pennant.  In  Nov. 
1 995,  he  was  one  of  the  first  inductees  into  the  new  Red  Sox  Hall  of  Fame.

Bill  is  an  assistant  to  the  major  league  staff  for  the 
third  straight  season.  His  responsibilities  include 
pitching  left-handed  batting  practice  and  operating 
the  radar  gun  during  games.  In  1996  he  was  the 
Sox  pitching  coach  for  the  Class  A  Michigan  Battle 
Cats.  This  is  Bill's  20th  season  as  a  member  of  the 
Red  Sox  organization.  He  pitched  in  the  system 
from  1 979-84,  was  the  home  batting  practice  pitcher 
from  1984-90  and  was  full-time  traveling  batting 
practice  pitcher  from  1991-94. 

Moloney  graduated  from  Lowell  H.S.  (MA)  and 
the  U.  of  Lowell  in  1978.  In  June  of  1979,  Bill  was  signed  as  a  free  agent 
by  Ed  Kenney,  Sr.  He  joined  Elmira  during  the  1979  season  and  was  8- 
1-4,2.10.  He  began  1 980  at  Winter  Haven  in  the  Florida  State  L.  and  was 
3-1 ,  1 .87  with  7  saves.  After  the  1 980  F.S.L.  season,  he  was  promoted  to 
Bristol  (AA)  in  the  Eastern  L.  where  he  also  started  the  1981  season. 
During  1981  Moloney  was  10-1-0,  with  a  1.80  ERA.  He  pitched  at 
Pawtucket  in  1982-83.  Bill  was  invited  to  the  big  league  camp  in  spring 
training  of  1984  and  began  the  year  at  Pawtucket.  He  suffered  a  finger 
injury  and  was  released  in  May. 


HOW  THEY  BECAME  THE  RED  SOX 

As  one  of  four  new  ballclubs  to  enter  into  the  newly  formed  American  League  in  1 901 , 
the  Red  Sox  were  initially  called  the  Boston  Americans.  Other  nicknames  for  the  club  at 
that  time  were  the  Somersets,  after  original  owner  Charles  W.  Somers;  Plymouth  Rocks; 
Speed  Boys;  Puritans;  but  they  were  mainly  called  the  Pilgrims.  These  various  names  were 
applied  until  1 907  when  the  current  name  "Red  Sox"  was  adopted.  The  origin  of  this  name 
is  traced  to  the  Boston  Red  Stockings,  a  powerful  club  of  the  National  League  in  the  1 870s 
and  80s.  In  1 907  the  Red  Stockings  (who  later  became  the  Braves)  abandoned  the  red 
hosiery  they  customarily  wore.  Manager  Fred  T enney  believed  that  the  red  dye  in  the  socks 
could  possibly  cause  infection  in  spike  wounds.  Red  Sox  Owner  John  I.  Taylor  stated, 
"From  now  on  we'll  wear  red  stockings,  and  I'm  grabbing  that  name  Red  Sox!" 
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FENWAY  FACTS 


Fenway  Park  opened  in  1912,  with  the  first  official  game  April  20  (after  rainouts  the 
previous  two  days).  The  Red  Sox  defeated  the  N  Y.  Highlanders  (now  Yankees)  7- 
6  in  1 1  innings  before  27,000  as  Tris  Speaker  drove  in  the  winning  run.  The  story  was 
pushed  off  the  front  pages  of  Boston  newspapers  by  news  of  the  Titanic  sinking.  Prior 
to  1912  the  Red  Sox  played  their  home  games  at  the  Huntington  Ave.  Grounds,  now 
part  of  Northeastern  University. 

Other  teams  have  played  in  Fenway  Park  besides  the  Red  Sox.  In  1 91 4  the  “Miracle 
Boston  Braves”  played  their  World  Series  games  in  Fenway  en  route  to  a  four-game 
sweep  over  the  favored  Philadelphia  A’s  while  Braves  Field  was  under  construction. 
The  Boston  Patriots  (now  New  England  Patriots)  were  fall  occupants  1963-68  before 
eventually  ending  up  in  Foxboro.  They  were  not  the  first  pro  football  team  in  Fenway, 
however.  The  Boston  Redskins  played  four  years  here  before  heading  to  Washington 
in  1 937.  The  Boston  Yanks  played  here  1 944-48  prior  to  traveling  to  New  York,  Dallas, 
Baltimore  (where  they  became  the  Colts)  and  now  Indianapolis.  Since  1 990,  the  Red 
Sox  have  hosted  a  four-college  Beanpot  Tournament  each  April.  Boston  College, 
Harvard  Univ.,  Northeastern  Univ.  and  Boston  Univ.  competed  the  first  six  years. 
When  Boston  Univ.  dropped  baseball,  UMass  replaced  the  Terriers  beginning  in 
1996.  On  April  27,  1997  UMass  pitcher  Scott  Barnsby  no-hit  Northeastern  in  the 
semifinals,  1-0.  It  was  the  first  no-hitter  pitched  at  Fenway  Park  since  Dave 
Morehead  pitched  one  in  1965.  The  Red  Sox  have  also  hosted  state  high  school 
tournaments,  most  recently  in  1998. 

Collegiately,  Boston  College  teams  mostly  of  the  Frank  Leahy  era,  and  Boston 
University  with  stellar  quarterback  Harry  Agganis  (later  a  promising  Red  Sox  first 
baseman  who  died  during  the  1955  season)  also  played  home  games  in  Fenway 
Park. 


WHY  THE  NAME  FENWAY? 

The  new  ballpark  was  constructed  for  the  1 91 2  season  and  was  named  by  then  Red 
Sox  owner  John  I.  Taylor.  He  chose  the  name  because  “It’s  in  the  Fenway  section  of 
Boston),  isn’t  it?  Then  call  it  Fenway  Park.”  It  was  also  Taylor  who  changed  the  club’s 
name  from  Pilgrims  to  Red  Sox  in  1907. 

SOME  HIGHLIGHTS 

First  Fenway  fire:  May  8,  1926.  The  bleachers  along  the  left-field  foul  line  burned 
down  and  weren’t  replaced,  giving  fielders  the  chance  to  snare  foul  flies  behind  the 
third  base  grandstand. 

First  Wore  Numbers:  1931.  The  Red  Sox  have  retired  four  uniform  numbers:  Ted 
Williams'  No.  9  and  Joe  Cronin's  No.  4  officially  retired  May  29, 1 984;  Bobby  Doerr's 
No.  1  retired  May  21,  1988;  Carl  Yastrzemski's  No.  8  retired  August  6,  1989. 

First  Sunday  game  at  Fenway:  July  3,  1932,  a  13-2  loss  to  the  Yankees.  Sunday 
baseball  was  approved  in  Boston  three  years  earlier,  but  not  at  Fenway  due  to  its 
proximity  to  a  church.  The  Red  Sox  then  played  their  Sunday  games  at  Braves  Field 
on  Commonwealth  Ave.  until  the  law  was  changed. ..They  actually  played  the  1st 
Boston  Sunday  game,  a  7-3  loss  to  Phil.,  in  Braves  Field,  April  28, 1929  (the  Braves 
game  of  April  21  was  rained  out)  before  22,000  fans. 

Second  Fenway  fire:  January  5,  1934.  A  4-alarm,  4-hour  blaze  virtually  destroyed 
the  construction  underway  to  refurbish  the  park  by  new  owner  T.  A.  Yawkey. 

New  Fenway  opened:  April  17,  1934.  The  Washington  Senators,  led  by  SS- 
manager  Joe  Cronin  beat  the  Red  Sox,  6-5,  in  1 1  innings. 

Biggest  baseball  crowds  at  Fenway:  47,627  for  a  Yankees  doubleheader  on 
September  22,  1935.. .46, 995  for  a  Detroit  Tigers  doubleheader  on  August  19, 
1934... And  —  a  week  earlier  —  46,766  to  say  goodbye  to  Babe  Ruth  at  a  Yankees 
doubleheader  on  August  12,  1934.  Those  crowds  will  never  be  equaled  under 
Fenway’s  current  dimensions.  More  stringent  fire  laws  and  league  rules  after  World 
War  II  prohibited  overcrowding  that  was  permitted  in  the  Thirties. 

1936:  23-foot  tall  screen  was  installed  above  the  LF  wall. 

1 939:  The  first  road  night  game  was  played  by  the  Red  Sox  in  Cleveland  July  1 3.  Sox 
won  6-5  in  10  innings;  winning  pitcher  was  Joe  Heving. 

1940:  Bullpens  were  constructed  in  front  of  the  bleachers  replacing  the  old  bullpen 
areas  in  the  outfield  foul  territory  beyond  the  dugouts. 

1946:  Ted  Williams  hit  a  monumental  502-foot  home  run  to  right  field  off  Detroit  right 
hander  Fred  Hutchinson  on  June  9.  The  ball  landed  on  top  of  the  straw  hat  of  Joseph 
A.  Boucher,  56,  a  construction  engineer  from  Albany,  NY  who  was  sitting  in  section 
42,  row  37,  seat  21 .  "The  sun  was  right  in  our  eyes,"  he  said.  “All  we  could  do  was 
duck.  I'm  glad  I  didn't  stand  up.  They  say  it  bounced  a  dozen  rows  highter,  but  after 
it  hit  my  head,  I  was  no  longer  interested.”  At  that  time  the  bleachers  were  real 
bleachers  and  not  individual  seats. 
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1947:  Arc  lights  were  installed,  the  third  last  team  among  the  then  16  major  league 
clubs  to  do  so.  The  Red  Sox  defeated  the  White  Sox,  5-3,  in  Fenway’s  first  night  game 
on  June  13. ..Dave  Ferriss  was  the  winning  pitcher.  Green  paint  replaced 
advertisements  covering  the  LF  wall. ..No  more  Calvert  owl  (“Be  wise"),  Gem  Blades 
(“Avoid  5  o'clock  shadow”),  Lifebuoy  (‘The  Red  Sox  use  it”)  and  Vimms  (“Get  that 
Vimms  feeling"). 

1948:  Red  Sox  games  were  first  televised  at  Fenway  on  WBZ-TV  on  May  12. 

Oct.  4. 1 948:  First  playoff  game  in  A.L.  history  took  place  at  Fenway  when  Cleveland 
rookie  LH  Gene  Bearden  beat  the  Red  Sox  8-3...SS-manager  Lou  Boudreau  led  the 
Indians  with  2  HR  and  2  singles.. .The  defeat  prevented  the  only  cross-town  World 
Series  in  Boston  history.. .Cleveland  beat  the  Boston  Braves  four  games  to  two  in  the 
World  Series. 

Oct.  21,  1975:  First  World  Series  night  game  at  Fenway  Park.. .The  memorable 
Game  6,  delayed  three  days  by  rain,  lasted  4:01  and  ended  with  Carlton  Fisk’s 
dramatic  HR  off  Pat  Darcy  leading  off  the  last  of  the  12th. ..The  Red  Sox  tied  the  game 
at  6-6  in  the  last  of  the  8th  on  Bernie  Carbo’s  3-run,  pinch-hit  HR,  with  2  outs. 

1976:  Fenway’s  first  messageboard  in  CF  was  part  of  a  construction  project  that 
included  a  rebuilding  of  the  LF  wall  as  well  as  a  new  enclosed  press  box. 

Oct.  2, 1978:  Second  playoff  game  in  A.L.  history,  also  in  Fenway... Red  Sox  won  their 
last  8  games  of  the  regular  season  to  tie  the  Yankees  for  1st  place  in  the  East... The 
infamous  Bucky  Dent,  two-out,  three-run  fly  ball  HR  into  the  LF  net  put  N.Y.  ahead 
to  stay  in  the  7th  inng...The  Red  Sox  left  two  men  on  in  the  9th  inning  and  lost  5-4. 

1982-83:  The  private  suites  were  built  atop  the  left-  and  right-field  stands. 

1 987- 88:  Color  videoboai d  with  black  and  white  messageboard  was  installed  in  CF. 
Complete  resodding  of  playing  area.  Construction  of  new  function  facility  “Diamond 
At  Fenway,”  and  souvenir  outlet  “The  Lansdowne  Shop.” 

1988- 89:  610  stadium  club  seats  (‘The  600  Club”)  were  constructed  above 

grandstand  behind  home  plate  (where  former  press  box  was  located).  New 
broadcast  booths  and  press  box  were  installed  atop  ‘The  600  Club." 

1989- 90:  Massive  renovations  were  made  to  the  Red  Sox  ticket  office. 

1 990- 91 :  A  new  weight  room  and  a  multi-purpose  room  were  constructed  in  the  area 
of  the  Red  Sox  clubhouse. 

1991- 92:  Portable  enclosures  for  bullpen  benches  during  cold  weather  were 
installed.  Complete  renovations  to  both  dugouts  were  made. 

1992:  Metal  awning  roof  was  installed  above  left-  and  right-field  roof  box  seats. 

1993:  Organized  tours  of  Fenway  Park  began. 

1993-94:  Three-year  restroom  renovation  was  completed. 

1995:  Installed  energy  efficient  lighting,  heating/cooling  and  control  systems 
throughout  facility  via  Boston  Edison  Company  energy  conservation  program. 

March  19, 1997:  Unveiling  of  a  25-foot  Coca-Cola  contour  bottle  design  atop  the  left- 
field  wall  light  tower  signifying  the  Red  Sox'  and  Coca-Cola's  partnership  and  their 
commitment  to  the  fans,  community  and  Jimmy  Fund  through  the  “Monster 
Refreshment"  program.  The  program  has  ensured  ticket  price  savings  for  fans  and 
significant  contributions  to  the  Jimmy  Fund  for  each  Red  Sox  home  run  hit  over  the 
left-field  wall  or  one  that  hits  the  Coke  bottle.  In  1 997  the  Red  Sox  hit  two  home  runs 
off  the  Coke  bottle:  Wil  Cordero  Apr.  13  vs.  Sea.  and  Tim  Naehring  May  1 1  vs.  Tex. 

May,  1997:  Complete  renovation  of  the  batting  cage  beneath  the  CF  bleachers. 

March,  1999:  Red  Sox'  and  visitors'  clubhouse  improvements  completed. 


WALLY  THE  GREEN  MONSTER 

On  April  13, 1997,  Kids'  Opening  Day  at  Fenway  Park, 
the  Red  Sox  introduced  their  new  mascot,  Wally  the 
Green  Monster.  According  to  legend,  Wally,  an  avid  Red 
Sox  fan  since  Fenway  Park's  opening  in  1912,  had 
secretly  lived  inside  the  left-field  wall  since  1947.  To 
commemorate  the  50th  anniversary  of  Fenway's  famed 
"Green  Monster,"  Wally  decided  to  make  his  official 
appearance  last  year  to  Red  Sox  fans.  Since  his  debut, 
Wally  has  made  numerous  visitations  in  the  community 
appearing  at  the  Friendly  Fenway  Festival,  Sox  Talk 
clinics,  the  Red  Sox  caravan,  schools  and  other  loca¬ 
tions,  in  addition  to  his  role  of  greeting  fans  entering 
Fenway.  He  has  also  brought  smiles  to  the  children  at 
the  Jimmy  Fund  Clinic  and  other  local  hospitals,  while  teaching  all  he  meets  to  love 
baseball,  the  Red  Sox  and  Fenway  Park.  In  1999  Wally  will  host  mascots  from 
other  major  league  teams  during  the  all-star  events.

RED  SOX  CG  EXTRA-INNING  SHUTOUTS 

The  Red  Sox  have  had  26  complete-game,  extra-inning  shutouts.  Twenty  pitchers 
accomplished  that  teat  for  24  wins  and  two  ties.  The  last  Sox  pitcher  to  do  so  was  LH  Bruce 
Hurst,  Aug.  7. 1988,  when  he  won  3-0  in  10  innings  in  Detroit.  That  was  the  first  since  RH  Mike 
Torrez  topped  Minnesota  1-0  in  10  innings  in  Fenway  Park  July  18,  1980. 

Cy  Young  had  four  such  games  (1903, 1 904  and  2  in  1 907),  including  one  tie.  The  only 
other  Sox  hurlers  to  have  more  than  one  were  LH  Ray  Collins  (1913,  1914),  and  RHs  Sam 
Jones  (1918)  and  Joe  Bush  (2  in  13  days  in  1918),  all  with  two.  Jones,  1-0  (10  innings,  1st 
gm.  of  DH)  vs.  Cleveland  July  8,  and  Bush,  1-0  (12  innings)  vs.  Cleveland  July  9,  did  so  on 
consecutive  days  in  Fenway. 

Young  went  15  innings  (the  longest  SHO)  to  beat  Detroit  1-0  in  the  Huntington  Ave. 
Grounds  May  11,  1904.  Babe  Ruth  had  the  longest  effort  by  a  LH,  a  1-0,  13-inning  win  vs. 
Washington  Aug.  15. 1916  in  Fenway.  Other  13-inning  shutouts  were  by  Young,  a  0-0  tie  vs. 
Philadelphia  Sept.  9, 1907  in  the  Huntington  Ave.  Grounds  and  Ed  Durham,  who  beat  Detroit 
1-0  in  Fenway  Sept.  12, 1931.  Lloyd  Brown  (1933)  and  Dutch  Leonard  (1916)  were  the  only 
other  LHs,  in  addition  to  Hurst,  Collins  and  Ruth,  to  have  extra-inning  shutouts.

NOTE  Ini  947, 33  baseball  writers  were  asked  to  nominate  five  rookies  for  Rookie  of  the  Year 
honors  in  order  of  preference,  with  votes  distributed  on  a  5-4-3-2-1  basis.  Jackie  Robinson 
became  the  first  nationally  recognized  winner  of  the  BBWAA  Rookie  of  the  Year  Award,  or  the 
■J.  Louis  Comiskey  Memorial  Award,"  as  it  was  called  then. 

In  1948,  48  writers  voted,  this  time  naming  only  a  single  candidate  on  each  ballot.  Boston 
Braves'  (N  L.)  SS  Alvin  Dark  won  the  award.  The  following  year,  the  BBWAA  began  the 
process  of  choosing  a  top  rookie  in  each  league  with  the  same  three  writers  from  each  league 
city  who  decided  on  the  MVP  Awards  voting.  The  number  of  voters  was  reduced  to  two  in  each 
league  city  in  1961. 

The  writers  adopted  the  voting  method  used  by  Cy  Young  ballotmakers  in  1980.  Three 
rookies  were  named  on  each  ballot  in  order  of  preference,  and  the  votes  were  distributed  on 
a  5-3-1  basis.

In  1 997  Nomar  Garciaparra  led  the  American  League  with  1 1  triples,  the  first  Red  Sox 
to  lead  the  A.L.  in  triples  since  Jim  Rice  led  withl  5  in  1 978.  He  became  the  seventh  Red 
Sox  rookie  to  hit  10  or  more  triples  and  the  first  since  Ted  Williams  hit  1 1  in  1939.  Only 
five  other  Red  Sox  have  led  the  A.L.  in  triples:  Carlton  Fisk  as  a  rookie  in  1 972  tied  with 
nine;  Jackie  Jensen  in  1 956  tied  with  1 1 ;  Dom  DiMaggio  &  Bobby  Doerr  in  1 950  tied  with 
11;  and  Chick  Stahl  in  1904  led  with  22,  a  Sox  record  tied  by  Tris  Speaker  in  1912.

(Sea.)  May  23, 1 996  in  Fenway  Park.  It  was  the  first  regular  season  hit  by  a  RED  SOX  pitcher 
since  Oct.  3. 1 972  in  Detroit,  a  single  in  the  7th  inning  by  LUIS  TIANT  off  Woody  Fryman.  Other 
than  TIM  LOLLAR.  who  singled  as  a  PH  8/12/86  in  K.C.  (2nd  G)  and  lined  out  as  a  PH  8/13/ 
85  vs.  K.C.,  only  six  pitchers  have  batted  a  total  of  seven  times  for  the  RED  SOX  since  the  DH 
rule  went  into  effect  in  1973.  MARTY  PATTIN  hit  the  last  HR  by  a  Sox  pitcher  9/26/72  in 
Fenway,  off  Bill  Parsons  of  Milw.  BILL  LEE  hit  the  last  road  HR  9/11/72  in  Clev.  off  Ray  Lamb.

In  addition,  from  1 926  to  1 930,  a  sacrifice  fly  was  counted  for  advancing  any  runner  with  a  fly 
ball  out.

Reaching  base  300  times  by  hits,  walks  and  hit  by  pitches  is  a  difficult  feat.  It  has  been  done 
by  only  51  players  since  1901  (a  total  of  106  times).  Twenty-seven  A.L.  players  have  done 
it  (65  times)  and  24  N.L.  players  (41  times).  Only  1 1  A.L.  and  1 1  N.L.  players  have  done  it 
in  the  last  37  years.  Boggs'  total  of  342  in  1 988  tied  Lou  Gehrig  for  the  6th  best  all-time  and 
was  the  most  since  T.  Williams  reached  358  times  in  1 949.  Twelve  players  have  done  it  3  or 
more  times:  Gehrig  and  Ruth  9,  Williams  7,  Boggs  and  Musial  6,  Rose  5,  Bonds,  Foxx  and 
Hornsby  4,  Gehringer,  Mantle  and  Speaker  3.  Boggs'  total  of  292  in  1 984  fell  8  short  but  still 
led  the  majors.

TRIPLE  PLAYS 

On  July  8,  1994  in  Fenway  Park,  SS  JOHN  VALENTIN  made  an  unassisted  triple  play  (9th 
in  regular-season  M.L.  history,  10th  overall)  in  the  6th  inning  vs.  Seattle  (IB  George  Bums  9/ 
1 4/23  vs.  Clev.  is  the  only  other  SOX  to  do  so).  With  Mike  Blowers  on  2nd  base  and  Keith  Mitchell 
on  1st.  Marc  Newfield  hit  a  line  drive  to  VALENTIN,  who  then  tagged  2nd  to  retire  Blowers  and 
also  tagged  Mitchell  out  between  1st  and  2nd  to  complete  the  rare  play.  Ironically,  VALENTIN 
led  off  the  bottom  of  the  inning  with  the  SOX  trailing  2-0.  He  hit  a  3-2  pitch  off  LH  Dave  Fleming 
into  the  LF  net  for  a  HR,  only  the  2nd  of  the  1 0  to  hit  a  HR  in  the  same  inning  in  which  he  made 
the  TP  (SS  Neal  Ball,  Clev.  vs.  the  SOX,  7/19/09,  the  other).  The  SOX  scored  four  times  in  the 
6th  and  then  held  on  for  an  exciting  4-3  win  before  33,355.  It  was  the  SOX  first  triple  play  since 
7/28/79,  when  they  tied  the  Major  League  record  by  making  three  that  year.  Those  were  the

The  RED  SOX  hit  into  their  first  triple  play  in  almost  six  years  when  TIM  NAEHRING  grounded 
into  one,  5-4-3  June  6,  1 996  in  the  first  inning  vs.  Chicago  in  Fenway  Park.  The  RED  SOX  won 
7-4  as  JOHN  VALENTIN  hit  for  the  cycle.  On  July  17,  1990  in  Fenway  Park  vs.  Minnesota  the 
RED  SOX  became  the  first  major  league  team  to  hit  into  two  triple  plays  in  the  same  game.  In 
fact  it  is  the  only  game  in  major  league  history  to  have  two  triple  plays.  In  the  4th  inning,  with 
the  bases  loaded,  TOM  BRUNANSKY  grounded  to  3B  Gary  Gaetti,  who  stepped  on  3rd,  then 
threw  to  2B  Al  Newman  who  relayed  to  1 B  Kent  Hrbek  to  complete  the  3  outs.  In  the  8th  inning, 
with  runners  on  1st  and  2nd,  JODY  REED  grounded  to  Gaetti,  who  stepped  on  3rd  to  start 
another  Newman  to  Hrbek  triple-play  relay.  In  spite  of  the  history-making  event,  the  Red  Sox 
won  the  game  1-0. 

Prior  to  1990  the  last  one  against  the  RED  SOX  was  7/4/88  in  Kansas  City.  JIM  RICE  filed 
out  to  Willie  Wilson  in  CF.  who  threw  to  2B  Frank  White  to  double  up  MIKE  GREENWELL,  White 
then  threw  to  IB  George  Brett  to  get  ELLIS  BURKS.  Prior  to  that  the  last  one  was  9/4/65  in  NY 
BOB  TILLMAN  grounded  to  Clete  Boyer  at  3B,  who  started  a  5-4-3  DP  with  Bobby  Richardson 
and  Joe  Pepitone.  Pepitone  then  threw  back  to  Boyer  to  get  TONY  CONIGLIARO  at  third

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ALL-STAR  GAMES  AT  FENWAY  PARK 


In  1 999  the  Red  Sox  will  host  the  third  All-Star  Game  ever  to  be  played  at  Fenway  Park  and 
the  last  one  in  the  20th  century.  The  first  game  held  at  Fenway  was  on  July  9,  1946  after 
a  one-year  hiatus  due  to  war  travel  restrictions.  The  American  League  defeated  the  National 
League  12-0  in  a  game  highlighted  by  the  hitting  heroics  of  Ted  Williams.  Williams  hit  two 
home  runs  and  two  singles  and  walked  in  his  five  at-bats  scoring  four  runs  and  driving  in  five. 
The  A.L.  had  14  hits,  the  N.L.  three.  In  addition  to  Williams,  seven  other  Red  Sox  were  A. L. 
all-stars:  Johnny  Pesky,  Dorn  DiMaggio,  Bobby  Doerr,  Rudy  York,  Hal  Wagner,  Dave  Ferriss 
and  Mickey  Harris.  Fenway  Park  was  the  site  of  the  second  All-Star  Game  played  in  1961. 
That  game  featured  solid  pitching  by  both  sides  and  ended  in  a  1-1  tie  that  was  called  after 
nine  innings  and  a  30-minute  rain  delay.  The  Tigers'  Rocky  Colavito  hit  a  1  st-inning  home 
run  for  the  A.L.  who  only  had  four  hits  in  the  game.  The  Nationals'  only  run  scored  on  a 
RBI  single  by  the  Cardinals'  Bill  White  off  Red  Sox  rookie  pitcher  Don  Schwall,  who  allowed 
all  five  N.L.  hits  in  three  IP.  Other  Red  Sox  representatives  were:  Mike  Fornieles  and 
manager  Mike  Higgins  who  served  as  a  coach.

TONY  CONIGLIARO  AWARD 

In  1990  the  Red  Sox  instituted  a  national  award  to  honor  the  memory  of  their  former  star 
outfielder  Tony  Conigliaro.  The  award  is  presented  to  a  major  league  player  who  has 
overcome  adversity  through  the  attributes  of  spirit,  determination  and  courage  that  were 
trademarks  of  Tony  C.  A  special  panel  composed  of  the  media,  representatives  of  the 
commissioner  and  the  two  league  offices,  Tony's  brothers  Billy  and  Richie,  and  a  fan  make 
the  selection.  Announcement  of  the  award  is  made  at  the  annual  major  league  winter 
meetings  in  December  and  the  formal  presentation  takes  place  at  the  Boston  Baseball 
Writers  Association  dinner  in  January. 

The  first  winner  was  Kansas  City  outfielder  Jim  Eisenreich,  who  overcame  a  neurological 
movement  disorder,  Tourette  Syndrome,  to  become  a  productive  performer  for  the  Royals 
after  being  out  of  professional  baseball  for  two  and  one-half  years.  The  1991  winner  was 
Dickie  Thon  who  came  back  from  a  severe  left  eye  injury  when  he  was  hit  by  a  pitch  April 
8, 1 984.  He  missed  most  of  the  next  five  years  before  he  joined  the  Phillies  as  their  regular 
SS  in  1 989.  In  1 992  the  honor  went  to  Jim  Abbott  whose  story  and  accomplishments  have 
been  well  documented  nationally.  He  has  been  an  important  role  model  to  the  physically 
and  mentally  challenged  segment  of  our  society.  Bo  Jackson  was  the  1993  winner.  He 
was  the  first  player  in  major  league  history  to  compete  with  an  artificial  hip  after  undergoing 
replacement  surgery  in  April,  1 992.  The  1 994  recipient  was  Mark  Leiter  who  courageously 
handled  personal  tragedy  while  trying  to  maintain  his  baseball  career  with  the  Angels. 
Mark's  nine-month-old  son,  Ryan,  was  afflicted  with  spinal  muscular  atrophy  and  passed 
away  in  April,  1 994  while  the  Angels'  plane  was  en  route  to  Minnesota.  Relief  pitcher  Scott 
Radinsky  won  the  award  in  1995.  He  battled  back  from  Hodgkin's  disease  that  was 
diagnosed  in  early  1994  and  missed  the  entire  season  undergoing  chemotherapy  and 
radiation  treatments.  In  1996  Curtis  Pride  received  the  honor.  Pride  was  born  deaf  and 
overcame  the  challenge  to  become  a  bona  fide  major  league  player  and  influential  force  in 
the  community.  The  1 997  honoree  was  Eric  Davis.  Eric  was  diagnosed  with  colon  cancer 
in  June,  and  had  surgery  for  the  removal  of  a  malignant  mass  and  1/3  of  his  colon.  He 
received  chemotherapy  treatments  which  continued  through  his  return  to  baseball  on  Sept. 

15  and  the  post-season.  Davis  hit  .304  in  42  games  with  Baltimore.  Also  during  this  time, 
Eric's  brother,  Jimmy,  37,  suffered  a  fatal  heart  attack.  Bret  Saberhagen  won  the  honor  in 
1998.  Bret  underwent  reconstructive  surgery  for  a  right  shoulder  injury  in  May  1996  after 
months  of  intensive  rehab  proved  futile.  After  missing  the  1996  season,  he  was  signed  in 
Nov.  '96  by  the  Red  Sox.  After  further  rehab  he  made  his  1st  start  in  2  years  on  Aug.  22, 
1997.  In  1998  Saberhagen  went  15-8,  3.96  in  31  starts  and  175  IP. 

Conigliaro  died  February  24, 1 990  after  an  eight-year  struggle  to  come  back  from  a  massive 
heart  attack  that  left  him  severely  handicapped.  Tony  signed  with  the  Red  Sox  in  1 963  after 
graduation  from  St.  Mary's  H.S.  of  Lynn  (MA).  In  his  only  minor  league  season  he  hit  .363 
in  83  games  for  Wellsville  (NYP)  with  24  HR  and  74  RBI  and  was  named  the  league's  most 
valuable  player  and  rookie  of  the  year.  He  broke  in  with  the  Red  Sox  the  next  year,  1 964, 
hit  a  home  run  his  first  at-bat  in  Fenway  Park  en  route  to  a  .290  avg.  and  24  HR,  and  was 
chosen  to  the  All  Rookie  Team.  Tony  became  the  youngest  player  to  lead  a  major  league 
in  HR  when  he  hit  32  in  1965  and  the  youngest  A. L.  player  to  reach  100  HR.  Mel  Ott  (N.Y. 
Giants)  was  youngest  in  M.L.  history  (22  yrs.,  4  mos.,  10  days);  Tony  was  2nd  youngest  to 
do  so  (22  yrs.,  6  mos.,  16  days). 

His  promising  career  was  tragically  shortened  when  he  was  hit  in  the  face  by  a  pitch  at 
Fenway  Park  Aug.  18,  1967.  He  made  a  dramatic  comeback  in  1969,  hit  56  HR  with  198 
RBI  in  two  years,  but  his  performance  fell  off  and  he  was  never  the  same  player.  Conigliaro 
spent  1971  with  the  Angels  and  was  out  of  baseball  until  he  tried  another  comeback  with 
the  Red  Sox  in  1 975.  After  an  excellent  spring  training  he  made  the  regular  season  roster 
and  got  the  team's  first  hit  of  that  season  and  later  the  club's  first  home  run.  He  was 
outrighted  to  AAA  Pawtucket  in  mid-June,  and  retired  shortly  thereafter.

THE  HUTCH  AWARD 

The  Hutch  Award  has  been  given  annually  to  the  Major  League  player  who  best  exemplifies 
the  character,  fighting  spirit  and  competitive  desire  of  the  late  pitcher  (Detroit  1939-53)  and 
manager  (Tigers,  Cardinals,  Reds),  Fred  Hutchinson.  The  award,  which  sits  in  the  Baseball 
Hall  of  Fame  in  Cooperstown,  NY,  was  instituted  in  1965  and  is  sponsored  by  the  Fred 
Hutchinson  Cancer  Research  Center  in  Seattle,  WA.  Three  Red  Sox  players  have  received 
the  award:  Carl  Yastrzemski  in  1967,  Tony  Conigliaro  in  1970  and  Andre  Dawson  in  1994 
Mickey  Mantle  was  the  first  recipient  in  1965,  and  David  Cone  was  honored  in  1998.

FREE  AGENT  DRAFT  RULE  —  A  BRIEF  SUMMARY:  Major  League  and  National  Association 
clubs  meet  once  a  year  for  the  purpose  of  drafting  free  agent  player  talent. ..The  meetings  are 
conducted  by  conference  phone. ..Selection  of  free  agent  entitles  the  club  to  the  exclusive  right 
of  negotiation  with  that  player  for  a  specified  period  (from  date  of  selection  until  1 5  days  prior  to 
next  draft  meeting). 

Approximate  date  of  summer  free  agent  draft:  Summer  June  2-4 

Regular  Phase  —  Clubs  choose  in  inverse  order  of  major  league  standings,  selecting  free 
agents  and  previous  draftees  who  had  not  signed  contracts  but  had  instead  enrolled  in  four-year 
colleges  and  since  had  either  completed  his  junior  year  or  become  21  years  of  age. ..Minor 
league  clubs  select  in  the  same  relative  order  as  their  parent  clubs. 


SUSPENDED  GAME  RULE:  A  game  terminated  by  curfew  or  by  a  prearranged  time  limit  is  a 
suspended  game  if  it  has  progressed  far  enough  to  be  an  official  game,  i.e.,  4  1/2  or  5  innings 
(Rule  4.10). 

A  game  terminated  by  light  failure  or  malfunction  of  a  mechanical  field  device  under  control 
of  the  home  club  is  a  suspended  game  anytime  after  it  begins. 

Rule  4.11  (d)...A  called  game  ends  at  the  moment  the  umpire  terminates  play... 
EXCEPTION:  If  the  game  is  called  while  an  inning  is  in  progress  and  before  it  is  completed,  the 
game  becomes  a  SUSPENDED  GAME  in  each  or  the  following  situations:  (1)  The  visiting  team 
has  scored  one  or  more  runs  to  tie  the  score  and  the  home  team  has  not  scored.  (2)  The  visiting 
team  has  scored  one  or  more  runs  to  take  the  lead  and  the  home  team  has  not  tied  the  score 
or  retaken  the  lead,  (instituted  in  1 979] 

Suspended  games  shall  be  resumed  at  the  exact  point  of  suspension  immediately  preceding 
the  next  scheduled  single  game  between  the  two  clubs  on  the  same  ground. ..if  this  is  not 
possible,  other  provisions  for  resumption  are  specified  in  American  League  Regulation  4.12... 

Any  LEGAL  game  called  due  to  weather  with  the  score  TIED  is  a  tie  game  and  must  be 
replayed  in  its  entirety.

DEFINITION  OF  A  NIGHT  GAME  —  Any  game  scheduled  to  start  after  6  p.m.  will  be 
considered  a  night  game.  If  a  game  is  scheduled  to  start  at  6  p.m.  and  is  delayed  for  any 
reason,  it  will  be  considered  a  day  game.  If  a  game  is  scheduled  to  start  at  6:01  p.m.,  it  will 
be  considered  a  night  game.  Twi-night  double-headers  shall  be  included  in  double-header 
statistics  and  shall  be  considered  two  night  games.  When  afternoon  and  night  games 
(separate  admissions)  are  played  on  the  same  date,  the  games  shall  be  day  and  night  and 
count  as  single  games.

Nine  pitchers  struck  out  1 0  or  more  Red  Sox  in  1 998  including  Randy  Johnson  who  did  it  twice. 
Johnson's  15  K  (8  IP)  Apr.  10  were  the  most  by  a  LH  vs.  the  Sox  since  Det.'s  Mickey  Lolich 
fanned  1 5  Oct.  2,  1 972  in  Det.  In  1 985,  1 988  and  1 991  the  Red  Sox  never  fanned  1 0  times  in 
a  game.  Prior  to  Bere  in  1993,  the  last  pitchers  to  whiff  13  Red  Sox  were  Nolan  Ryan,  Aug.  16, 
1978  in  Anaheim  (9  IP)  and  LH  Mike  Flanagan  June  30,  1978  in  Balt.  (9  IP).  Since  1974  the 
only  pitchers  with  more  than  1 3  K  vs.  the  Red  Sox  are  Ryan  with  1 5  twice,  May  6, 1 977  in  Fenway 
(8.2  IP)  and  June  19, 1976  in  Anaheim  (9  IP),  Roger  Clemens,  16,  July  12, 1997  in  Fenway  (8 
IP)  and  Johnson,  15,  Apr.  10, 1998  in  Fenway  (8  IP).  Johnson  had  two  10-K  games  vs.  the  Sox 
in  1 998,  the  third  pitcher  to  do  so  since  LH  Mike  Flanagan  did  it  twice  in  1 978  for  Balt.  Clemens 
(1997)  and  Cone  (1995)  are  the  only  RHs  to  do  so  since  Ryan  had  3  such  efforts  in  1974  for 
Cal.  (53  K  in  31  IP).

Randy  Johnson’s  15  strikeouts  Apr.  10,  1998  were  the  most  by  a  LH  vs.  the  Red  Sox  since 
Mickey  Lolich  had  1 5  Oct.  2,  1 972  in  Det.  When  Roger  Clemens  fanned  1 6  Red  Sox  July  1 2, 
1 997  in  Fenway  Park  it  was  the  first  time  in  20  years  an  opposing  pitcher  struck  out  more  than 
13  Sox.  From  1972  through  1998  only  five  pitchers  struck  out  more  than  13  Red  Sox  in  one 
game  (a  total  of  10  times).  Nolan  Ryan  had  six  such  efforts,  all  from  1972  through  1977, 
including  three  in  1974.

The  Sox  high  on  the  road 
is  26  by  TED  WILLIAMS  in  1 957  followed  by  VAUGHN,  24  in  1 995;  RICE,  23  in  1 983;  ARMAS, 
22  in  1984;  and  DON  BAYLOR,  22  in  1986.  WILLIAMS  also  hit  20  on  the  road  in  1949-46-42.

JIMMIE  FOXX,  20  in  1936;  BABE  RUTH,  20  in  1919  and  VAUGHN,  a  team-high  21  in  1998.

July  26  vs.  Tor.  in 
Fenway  Park,  NOMAR  GARCIAPARRA  did  so  in  the  8th  inng  w/2  on.  a  fly  ball  down  the  RF 
line  that  hit  the  low  wall  and  bounced  away  from  Tony  Phillips  into  RF...LUIS  RIVERA  hit  one, 
June  21,1 991  at  Fenway  Park  vs.  Oak.  (to  RF  which  got  by  Jose  Canseco) ...

On  July  3,  1932,  the  Red  Sox  played  their  first  Sunday  Fenway  Park  game  when  the  ban

The  Red  Sox  won  the  first  World  Series  ever  held  (1903),  which  also  was  one  of  only  four 
best-of-nine  Series  to  be  played  (again  in  1919-20-21).  By  beating  the  Pirates  of  the  more 
established  National  League,  they  caused  such  an  embarrassment  that  the  N.L.  refused  to 
participate  the  following  year,  when  the  Red  Sox  repeated  as  A.L.  Champions.  The  Red  Sox 
have  won  5  of  the  9  Series  in  which  they  have  played,  holding  an  overall  record  of  33-26-1 
in  games  played.

This  was  the  first  American  League  playoff  game  ever  played.  The  Sox  began  the  season  with 
a  dreadful  14-23  start,  1 1  1/2  games  out  and  fought  their  way  back  into  the  A.L.  race.  The  '48 
season  culminated  with  a  dramatic  3-team  pennant  chase  that  saw  the  Sox  eliminate  the  Yankees, 
and  the  Tigers  defeat  the  1  st-place  Indians  on  the  last  day  of  the  regular  season,  forcing  a  playoff 
game  between  Boston  and  Cleveland  for  the  rights  to  the  A.L.  Pennant.  Cleveland  defeated  the 
Sox  behind  a  5-hit  gem  pitched  by  rookie  lefthander  Gene  Bearden  and  a  4  for  4  day  at  the  plate 
for  manager/player  Lou  Boudreau  (2  HR,  2  singles).  Sox  hurler  Denny  Galehouse  lasted  only  4 
innings,  giving  up  5  hits  and  4  runs.  Cleveland  scored  in  the  1  st  inning  on  Boudreau's  1  st  HR,  and 
the  Sox  answered  back  with  a  run  of  their  own  on  Johnny  Pesky's  double  and  Vern  Stephens' 
single.  The  Indians  exploded  in  the  4th,  led  by  a  3-run  HR  by  Ken  Keltner.  The  Sox  only  managed 
2  more  runs  off  Bearden  with  a  6th-inning  HR  by  Bobby  Doerr  that  scored  Ted  Williams.  The 
Indians  went  on  to  defeat  the  Boston  Braves  in  a  World  Series  that  could  have  been  an  all-Boston 
showdown.

New  Englanders  remember  this  rare  A.L.  East  playoff  game  as  one  of  the  Red  Sox  most  exciting 
and  heart-wrenching  games.  The  Sox  scored  first  with  a  2nd-inning,  solo  HR  down  the  right-field 
line  by  Yaz  off  Ron  Guidry.  In  the  6th  inning,  the  Sox  added  another  run  when  Rick  Burleson  moved 
to  3rd  on  Jerry  Remy's  sacrifice  and  scored  on  Jim  Rice's  single.  The  Yanks  moved  ahead  in  the 
7th  with  a  dramatic,  2-out,  3-run  HR  by  Bucky  Dent  over  the  Green  Monster  that  scored  Roy  White 
and  Chris  Chambliss.  In  the  8th,  Reggie  Jackson  homered  into  the  center-field  bleachers  scoring 
what  later  proved  to  be  the  winning  run.  The  Sox  fought  back  in  the  bottom  of  the  8th  to  come  within 
1  run  of  tying  the  Yanks  as  they  rallied  for  2  runs  on  hits  by  Remy,  Yaz,  Carlton  Fisk  and  Fred  Lynn. 
Again,  the  9th,  the  Sox  battled  back,  and  with  2  outs,  Burleson  on  3rd  and  Remy  on  1  st,  Yaz  popped 
out  in  foul  ground  against  Rich  Gossage  to  end  the  game.  The  Sox  had  come  up  short,  and  the 
Yankees  went  on  to  face  Kansas  City  in  the  A.L.C.S.  Many  contend  that  this  playoff  game  was 
the  real  World  Series  of  1 978.

THE  RED  SOX  HALL  OF  FAME 


On  September  8,  1997,  the  Red  Sox  held  the  second  Boston  Red  Sox  Hall  of  Fame  Dinner 
and  Enshrinement  Ceremonies.  Inducted  into  the  Hall  were  five  former  Red  Sox  greats: 
Carlton  Fisk.  Mel  Parnell.  Rico  Petrocelli,  Dick  Radatz  and  Luis  Tiant.  Former  Red  Sox 
General  Manager  Dick  O'Connell  was  also  inducted  as  the  non-uniformed  selection.  Carlton 
Fisk's  12th-inning,  game-winning  home  run  against  Cincinnati  in  Game  6  of  the  1975  World 
Series  was  chosen  as  the  special  memorable  moment.  Also  enshrined  were  former  Red  Sox 
and  Cooperstown  Hall  of  Fame  members  Jimmie  Foxx,  Harry  Hooper  and  Cy  Young. 

At  the  first  induction  ceremonies  held  on  November  1,  1995,  six  former  Red  Sox  players 
entered  into  the  Red  Sox  Hall  of  Fame:  Dorn  DiMaggio,  Johnny  Pesky,  Jim  Rice,  Smokey  Joe 
Wood,  Frank  Malzone  and  Tony  Conigliaro.  Jean  R.  Yawkey,  the  majority  owner  and  general 
partner  of  the  Red  Sox  until  her  death  in  1 992,  was  also  enshrined  as  a  non-uniformed  person. 
Recognition  was  given  to  Roger  Clemens'  first  major  league  record  20-strikeout  game  April  29, 
1986  vs.  Seattle  as  the  most  memorable  moment.  Cooperstown  Hall  of  Famers  Joe  Cronin, 
Babe  Ruth,  Bobby  Doerr,  Carl  Yastrzemski  and  Ted  Williams  were  also  formally  inducted  into 
the  Hall. 

A  15-member  selection  committee  comprised  of  Red  Sox  broadcasters  and  executives,  past 
and  present  media  personnel,  and  representatives  from  The  Sports  Museum  of  New  England 
and  the  BoSox  Club  is  responsible  for  nominating  candidates. 

The  criteria  for  selection  into  the  Hall  is  as  follows: 

Player  to  be  eligible  for  nomination  must  have  played  a  minimum  of  three  years  with  the 
Boston  Red  Sox  and  must  also  have  been  out  of  uniform  as  an  active  player  a  minimum 
of  three  years. 

The  non-uniformed  person  selected  and  the  memorable  moment  selected  will  be  chosen 
only  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  Boston  Red  Sox  Hall  of  Fame  Selection  Committee. 

Former  Boston  Red  Sox  personnel  in  the  National  Baseball  Hall  of  Fame  in  Cooperstown, 
NY  will  automatically  be  enshrined  into  the  Boston  Red  Sox  Hall  of  Fame.  In  addition  to 
the  aforementioned  they  include:  Tris  Speaker,  Jimmy  Collins,  Lefty  Grove,  Rick  Ferrell, 
Eddie  Collins  and  Tom  Yawkey.

Carlton  Fisk.  C  (1969,  1971-80) 

Fisk  became  the  Red  Sox  starting  catcher  in  1 972  and  was  the  first  unanimous  A.L.  Rookie 
of  the  Year  after  hitting  .293  with  22  HR,  a  league-high  9  triples  and  28  doubles  in  1 31  games. 
He  also  won  the  Rawlings  Gold  Glove  Award  for  defensive  excellence  that  year.  In  1 975  he 
came  back  in  late  June  from  a  broken  arm  to  hit  .331  with  52  RBI  in  79  games  during  the 
pennant  drive.  In  the  ALCS  vs.  Oakland  he  hit  .417  and  had  2  HR  in  the  World  Series  vs.  the 
Reds.  He  will  forever  be  remembered  for  his  12th-inning  homer  that  won  Game  Six  of  the 
Series.  In  his  11 -year  Boston  career,  he  hit  .284  with  162  HR  in  1,078  games  and  was  a  7- 
time  All-Star, 

Jimmie  Foxx,  IB  (1936-42) 

Foxx  played  first  base  for  the  Red  Sox  from  1936-42,  and  in  887  games  he  compiled  a  .320 
batting  average  with  222  HR  and  788  RBI.  In  1938  he  led  the  A.L.  with  a  .349  average,  175 
RBI,  92  XBH,  398  TB  and  a  .704  slugg.  pet.  while  also  setting  a  Red  Sox  record  of  50  homers. 
The  RBI  and  XBH  are  also  Red  Sox  one-season  records.  Foxx  was  elected  to  the 
Cooperstown  Hall  of  Fame  in  1951.  A  bronze  statue  was  erected  in  October  1997  in  his 
hometown  of  Sudlersville,  MD  to  commemorate  his  90th  birthday.  Foxx  passed  away  in  1 967. 

Harry  Hooper,  OF  (1909-20) 

Hooper  was  the  right  fielder  in  the  fabled  "Million  Dollar  Outfield"  with  T ris  Speaker  and  Duffy 
Lewis.  He  invented  the  famous  rump  slide  to  snare  short  flies  and  stop  those  that  he  couldn't 
reach,  with  his  body.  From  1 909-20  he  averaged  .272  for  the  Red  Sox  in  1 ,646  games  and 
set  club  records  of  300  SB,  130  triples  and  260  OF  assists  while  leading  Boston  to  World 
Championships  in  1 91 2, 1 91 5, 1 91 6  and  1 91 8.  Hooper  was  elected  to  the  Cooperstown  Hall 
of  Fame  in  1 971 .  He  passed  away  in  1 974. 

Dick  O'Connell  (1949-77) 

O'Connell  joined  the  Red  Sox  in  1 949  and  rose  through  the  organizational  ranks  becoming 
the  executive  vice  president  and  general  manager  on  Sept.  16,1 965.  Under  his  guidance  and 
through  his  player  movements,  the  Red  Sox  became  a  perennial  contender  with  A.L. 
championships  and  7-game  World  Series  appearances  in  1967  and  1975.  The  club  had 
winning  records  with  83  or  more  wins  from  1 967-77,  including  three  90+  win  seasons.  The  Red 
Sox  led  the  A.L.  in  attendance  in  five  of  those  years. 

Mel  Parnell,  LHP  (1947-56) 

Parnell  spent  his  entire  10-year  M.L.  career  with  the  Red  Sox  and  compiled  a  123-75  .621 
record  with  a  3.50  ERA.  He  is  the  third  best  ever  lefty  pitcher  in  Fenway  with  more  than  25 
decisions  at  71  -30  .703.  His  best  year  was  1 949  when  he  went  25-7  with  a  2.77  ERA  and  27 
CG,  leading  the  league  in  wins,  ERA,  CG  and  IP  (295.1).  He  was  the  starting  pitcher  for  the 
A.L,  in  that  year's  All-Star  Game.  After  two  1 8-win  seasons  in  1 950  and  ‘51 ,  he  went  21  -8  in 
1 953  with  a  3.06  ERA  and  a  career-high  1 36  K.  He  pitched  a  no-hitter  July  14,1 956  vs.  Chicago 
in  Fenway  Park.  Parnell  still  holds  the  club  career  marks  for  LHPs  with  1 ,752.2  IP,  232  GS  and 
123  W. 
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Rico  Petrocelli,  SS-3B  (1963,  1965-76) 

Petrocelli  hit  21 0  HR  in  1 ,553  games,  including  a  league-record  for  shortstops  of  40  homers 
in  1969,  in  a  12-year  Red  Sox  career.  He  was  the  A.L.  starling  shortstop  in  1967  and  1969. 
He  moved  to  third  base  in  1971.  In  post-season  play,  he  hit  2  HR  in  Game  6  of  the  1967  Series 
vs.  St.  Louis  in  an  8-4  win.  In  the  1 975  Fall  Classic  vs.  the  Reds  he  hit  .308  and  had  a  1 .000 
fielding  pet.  Rico's  catch  of  Rich  Rollins'  pop-up  for  the  final  out  vs.  Minnesota  clinched  the 
"Impossible  Dream"  pennant  on  Oct.  1,  1967. 

Dick  Radatz,  RHP  (1962-66) 

Radatz  led  the  A.L  in  saves  (24),  games  (62)  and  relief  wins  (9)  in  1962,  his  rookie  season 
with  the  Red  Sox  and  was  named  Fireman  of  the  Year.  In  1963  the  6-6,  250-lb.  "Monster” 
saved  25  games  and  went  15-6  with  a  1.97  ERA.  Overall  with  the  Sox  he  saved  104  games 
(2nd  to  B.  Stanley  for  all-time  Red  Sox)  with  49  wins  and  646  K  in  576.1  IP.  He  was  selected 
to  the  All-Star  Game  in  1 963  and  impressed  with  strikeouts  of  Mays,  Groat,  Snider,  McCovey 
and  Javier  in  2  IP.  He  again  was  Fireman  of  the  Year  in  1964  for  his  29  saves  and  16  wins 
in  79  games. 

Luis  Tiant,  RHP  (1971-78) 

Tiant  won  1 22  games  with  a  3.36  ERA  in  nine  years  with  the  Red  Sox  that  included  three 
20-win  seasons.  He  is  among  the  all-time  Red  Sox  leaders  in  several  pitching  categories.  El 
Tiante  won  Comeback  Player  of  the  Year  honors  in  1 972  (1 5-6  and  A.L.-best  1 .91  ERA) .  He 
won  1 8  games  in  1 975  when  the  Sox  won  the  A.L.  pennant.  His  3-hitter  in  Game  1  of  the  '75 
ALCS  beat  Oak.  7-1 .  He  shut  out  the  Reds  6-0  in  Game  1  of  the  World  Series  and  defeated 
them  5-4  in  Game  4  on  163  pitches.  His  last  Red  Sox  start  was  a  5-0  two-hitter  vs.  Tor.  Oct. 
1,  1978  at  Fenway  paving  the  way  for  the  one-game  playoff  vs.  the  Yankees  the  next  day. 

Cy  Young,  RHP  (1901-08) 

Young  had  192  wins  (tied  for  1st  with  Clemens  among  Red  Sox  all-time-time  pitching 
leaders)  in  his  8-year  Red  Sox  career  and  is  1st  all-time  for  Sox  in  IP  (2728.1)  and  CG  (275), 
T 1  st  with  Clemens  in  SHO  (38)  and  2nd  in  GS  (297),  K  (1 ,341 )  and  ERA  (2.00).  He  had  six 
20+-win  seasons  including  33  in  1901  and  32  in  '02.  He  pitched  2  no-hitters,  one  a  perfect 
game  vs.  Phil.  May  5,  1904.  In  the  first  ever  World  Series  in  1903,  Young  won  2  games  vs. 
Pitts,  for  the  championship.  Cy  was  elected  to  the  Cooperstown  Hall  of  Fame  in  1 937.  He 
passed  away  in  1 955. 


1995  INDUCTEES 

Tony  Conigliaro,  OF  (1964-67,  1969-70,  1975) 

Conigliaro  hit  .267  with  1 62  HR  and  501  RBI  during  his  802-game  Red  Sox  career.  He  was 
the  youngest  A.L.  player  to  reach  100  home  runs.  On  Aug.  18,  1967  Tony  was  hit  by  a  pitch 
sustaining  a  broken  cheekbone  and  damage  to  his  left  eye.  He  made  a  remarkable  return  in 
1969  hitting  20  HR  with  82  RBI  in  141  games  earning  Comeback  Player  of  the  Year  honors. 
After  a  stint  with  the  Angels  in  1 971 ,  the  Revere,  Mass,  native  returned  to  the  Red  Sox  briefly 
in  1 975  before  retiring  from  the  game.  He  suffered  a  serious  heart  attack  in  1 982  from  which 
he  never  completely  recovered.  Tony  passed  away  in  February  1990.  (See  page  187  for 
information  on  the  annual  Tony  Conigliaro  Award.) 

Dorn  DiMaggio,  OF  (1940-42,  1946-53) 

DiMaggio  had  a  .298  career  average  for  1 1  seasons  with  the  Red  Sox.  He  hit  .301  in  1 940, 
his  rookie  season,  becoming  part  of  a  .300-hitting  outfield  with  Ted  Williams  and  Doc  Cramer. 
"The  Little  Professor"  led  the  A.L.  in  triples  (11)  and  SB  (15)  in  1950  and  in  runs  (131)  in  1950 
and  (113)  in  1951 .  He  scored  more  than  100  runs  7  times.  The  7-time  A.L.  all-star  is  among 
the  all-time  Red  Sox  leaders  in  several  batting  departments.  In  the  1 946  World  Series  vs.  the 
Cardinals  Dorn  scored  the  winning  run  in  Game  5  that  gave  the  Red  Sox  a  3-2  lead  in  the 
Series. 

Frank  Malzone,  3B  (1955-65) 

Malzone  spent  1 1  years  with  the  Red  Sox  and  is  among  the  all-time  Sox  leaders  in  several 
categories.  He  hit  .276  with  131  HR  and  71 6  RBI  in  1,359  games.  In  1957,  his  first  full  season 
with  the  Red  Sox,  Frank  had  a  season-high  103  RBI  and  tied  an  A.L.  record  with  10  assists 
in  1  game.  Malzone  became  the  first  player  in  history  to  lead  the  league  at  3B  in  games, 
putouts,  assists,  double  plays  and  fielding  pet.  He  was  an  A.L.  all-star  8  times  and  won  3 
straight  Gold  Gloves.  Malzone  currently  serves  as  a  Red  Sox  scout. 

Johnny  Pesky,  SS-3B  (1942,  1946-52) 

Pesky  hit  .31 3  (7th  on  the  Red  Sox  all-time  list)  in  4,085  AB  in  Boston.  He  held  the  Red  Sox 
record  for  most  hits  by  a  rookie,  205  (broken  by  Nomar  Garciaparra's  209  in  1997)  and  was 
the  first  to  have  three  200-hit  seasons.  Pesky  is  tied  for  the  M.L.  record  of  leading  a  league 
in  hits  3  straight  years  and  having  scored  6  runs  in  1  game  (May  8,  1946).  Over  the  years 
Johnny  has  been  Involved  in  many  facets  of  the  game  with  the  Red  Sox  as  a  player,  coach, 
manager,  radio-TV  announcer,  advertising  salesman  and  special  assistant.  In  1982  Johnny 
was  awarded  the  "Good  Guy"  award  by  the  Boston  Baseball  Writers. 

Jim  Rice,  OF  (1974-89) 

Rice  played  his  entire  16-year  M.L.  career  with  the  Red  Sox.  He  is  3rd  on  the  all-time  Red 
Sox  list  in  HR  (382),  RBI  (1 ,451 ),  H  (2,452)  and  AB  (8,225)  and  4th  in  G  (2,089)  and  R  (1,249). 
In  1 978  Jim  was  the  A.L.  MVP  leading  the  M.L.  with  46  HR,  1 39  RBI.  1 5  triples,  406  TB,  21 3 
H  and  a  .600  slugg.  pet.  He  helped  the  Red  Sox  to  A.L.  pennants  in  1975  (.309,  22  HR,  102 
RBI)  and  1986  (.324,  20  HR,  110  RBI).  The  8-time  all-star  hit  20  or  more  homers  11  times  and 
had  100+  RBI  8  times.  In  1999  Jim  returned  for  his  5th  year  as  the  Sox  M.L.  hitting  coach. 
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Smokey  Joe  Wood,  RHP  (1908-15) 

Wood  compiled  an  amazing  117-56  mark  with  a  1 .99  ERA  (1st  among  all-time  Sox  pitchers) 
in  21 8  games  for  the  Red  Sox.  In  1 91 2  he  went  34-5  (most  one-season  wins  ever  by  a  Red 
Sox  pitcher)  with  a  1 .91  ERA  to  lead  the  Red  Sox  to  a  world  championship.  He  won  3  games 
in  that  Series  including  2  CG.  He  pitched  a  no-hitter  vs.  St.  Louis  in  191 1  and  went  23-17  with 
a  2.02  ERA.  A  right  thumb  injury  suffered  when  attempting  to  field  a  ball  on  July  18,  1913  at 
Detroit  effected  his  velocity,  but  despite  the  pain  he  endured,  he  led  the  A. L.  in  1915  with  a  .750 
win.  pet.  (15-5)  and  a  1.49  ERA. 

Jean  R.  Yawkey 

Mrs.  Yawkey  was  chairwoman  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  JRY  Corp.,  the  majority  owner 
and  general  partner  of  the  Red  Sox.  She  became  president  of  the  club  following  her  husband 
Tom's  death  in  1 976.  Mrs.  Yawkey  was  a  director  of  the  National  Baseball  Hall  of  Fame  and 
Museum  and  held  the  distinction  of  being  the  first  woman  ever  elected  to  serve  on  their  board. 
She  enjoyed  a  long  association  with  the  Jimmy  Fund/Dana  Farber  Cancer  Institute  and  helped 
to  establish  the  Family  Inn  in  Brookline,  MA,  a  temporary  home  for  families  of  patients 
undergoing  transplant  surgery  in  Boston-area  hospitals.  In  1 991  the  Greater  Boston  Chamber 
of  Commerce  inducted  Mrs.  Yawkey  into  the  Academy  of  Distinguished  Bostonians.  Mrs. 
Yawkey  passed  away  in  February  1992.

The  awards  were 
created  to  acknowledge  the  dedication,  success  and  work  ethics  of  Red  Sox  baseball 
operations  personnel,  attributes  so  aptly  displayed  by  the  awards'  namesakes.  The  1998 
winner  of  the  Kenney  Award  is  BILLY  GARDNER  Jr.,  formerly  manager  of  the  Michigan  Battle 
Cats  and  now  manager  of  the  new  (A)  affiliate  Augusta  Greenjackets.  In  1 998  Billy  led  the  Battle 
Cats  to  a  79-61  record  The  Battle  Cats  were  43-25  .632  to  win  the  East  Div.  second  half  and 
earn  a  playoff  berth.  His  team  was  defeated  by  W.  Michigan  two  games  to  one.  GARY  RAJSICH 
is  the  1 998  recipient  of  the  Digby  Award.  Among  the  players  whom  Gary  has  signed  are  Chris 
Reitsma.  Robert  Ramsay  and  Andy  Hazlett.  He  was  instrumental  in  the  Red  Sox  acquiring 
Derek  Lowe  and  Jason  Varitek.  A  special  plaque  bearing  the  winners'  names  will  be  exhibited 
at  both  Fenway  Park  and  the  minor  league  complex  in  Fort  Myers,  FL.

Trenton  General  Manager  Wayne  Hodes  was  awarded  Executive  of  the  Year  honors  by 
the  Eastern  League  for  the  2nd  time  in  4  years  (also  in  1 995).  Hodes  was  recognized  for 
his  hard  work  and  contributions  to  the  success  of  the  Thunder  organization,  Trenton  set 
a  club  record  in  attendance  with  457,344  in  1 998.  The  award  was  presented  by  the 
League  and  the  National  Assn,  of  the  Professional  Leagues  at  December's  winter 
meetings  in  Nashville.

Over  the  last  54  years  Pesky  has  been  associ¬ 
ated  with  the  Red  Sox  in  almost  every  phase  of  the 
game,  as  a  player,  coach,  manager,  radio-TV 
announcer  and  advertising  salesman.  In  1 999  the 
Red  Sox  will  again  utilize  Pesky's  teaching  skills 
and  knowledge  of  infield  play  by  having  him  work 
with  young  players  in  spring  training  and  at 
Pawtucket  and  Lowell.  The  former  All-Star  short¬ 
stop  and  capable  third  baseman  will  tutor  minor 
league  infielders  on  mechanics  and  defensive 
positioning.
